Blaine! For nearly two years he has en­ 
dured misrepresentation and abuse for sud­ 
denly refusing a presidential nomination. 
which at last was absolutely in his own 
hands. He has kept silent; he has striven 
to envelop in na'story his reasons for writ­ 
ing the Florence letter. 
* 
The truth should bo known. 
It does not reflect on Mr. Blaine. 
It com­ 
mands for him, on the contrary, the apolo­ 
gies of his querulous friends and the svm- 
pat pies of his political opponents. 
The facts herein set forth belong to the 
history of American politics. 
Not by any means all the occurrences of 
that sad winter in Mr. Blaine’s life are 
presented, because there is no wish to aud 
to the sorrows of its recollections. 
Mr. Blaine had a stroke of paralysis, 
brought on by a chill caught in the St. 
(jothard tunnel. 
Mr. Blaine was prostrated at Milan for 24 
days. 
With his convalesence appeared a most 
distressing type of melancholia, which tully 
developed alter he reached Florence. 
During this last stage of his long and 
pitiful illness, acting on the advice of a 
conscientious physician, Mr. Blaine wrote 
the letter of Jan. 26. 1888, withdrawing his 
name from the list of presidential can­ 
didates. 
((ne of the prettiest homes in the west end 
of Florence is that of Dr. Baldwin. No. I Via 
Falestro, the most distinguished Anglo- 
American physician in this city. He was 
interviewed 
"You attended Mr. Blaine during his long 
illness here two years ago?” 
"I did.” 
What then were the circumstances pre­ 
ceding and attendant upon the writing of 
his letter of declination? Why did he send 
the Florence letter?” 
"Mr. Blaine wrote it because he was ad­ 
vised. yes urged to do so.” was Dr. Bald­ 
win’s grave reply. 
“By whom so advised?” 
"By me—and well advised, though I say

the visitor. Every lineament indicated a 
resolute belie! that he had done a wise and 
proper act. 
“You mean. then, that it was necessary?” 
"I mean that it was a case of 
L ife or—D ea th .” 
"Will you tell me about tho events pre­ 
ceding the sending of the letter?” 
"I will tell you only what is outside the 
pale of professional confidence.” 
"No violation of professional ethics is 
desired. Did Mr. Blaine consult any of his 
'riends or advisers in America by mail, or 
»y cable' ” 
"He did not.” 
"None of them came here?” 
"None.”

, , 
"Or saw the letter before it was m ailed?” 
"Nobody.” 
"Was it read to anybody?” 
"Parts of it were read to mo, and his 
family doubtless knew its contents.” 
1 Aud you advised Mr. Blaine to send it?” 
* I certainly did.” 
" W i n ? ” 
* I will nevertell what was the matter with 
Mr. Blaine further than to say that his 
trouble was functional, not apoplectic, but 
it was grave-of Hie utmost gravity. For 
him to have gone into the excitem ent of a 
summer and fall campaign such as would 
have followed his nomination would have 
cost him his life. la m c e ita iu of that. 
It 
is a matter as far removed from the realm 
of doubt as we are from Madison square.” 
' You are aware, doctor, that you have 
been privately criticised for counselling or 
allowing that letter to be sent.” 
"By w h o m ? ” the doctor asked, sharply, 
as he resumed the walk. 
"Bv tho political followers of Mr. Blaine." 
"AU I can say is that I’d like to ha ve 20 
of Mr. Blame’s friends, whoso judgment 
would be final, in a room with door locked.” 
"What would you do?” 
I’d convince them in half an hour. I think 
I would conclusively.’’ 
“Everybody who saw Mr. Blaine that 
winter iii Paris or elsewhere before ho came 
here, knows that ho showed unmistakable 
signs of mental overwork. 
It, was nut so 
inanv months since he W I lost the presi­ 
dency by what shall we say? A Duke. 
He 
suffered, no doubt, disappointment of tho 
most poignant character. 
He wa* morose 
and hvpocondriacaj to a degreoseldom seen. 
It you know the awful depression OI Mr. 
Blaine’s mind you could understand every- 
thing, could see it all.” 
"Y\ here did he stay ?” 
"At the Hotel de Florence et Washing­ 
ton.” 
, 
"You visited him every day?” 
" \ es; and spent from one to three hours 
with him. lie was very melancholy over 
his physical condition, and my treatment 
was largely m enta'.” 
"So you are satisfied that whoever else 
mav blame you about that 
letter, Mr. 
Blaine does not?” 
” 1 nm Siam of I t . ” 
Pig. Massettl. director of Hotel Cavonr in 
Milan, was next seen. 
"How lung was Mr. Blaine hero,” was 
asked? 
' He arrived about 4 o'clock, Dec. 19. and 
left Jan. 12, 1888.” 
"Twenty-four days?” 
“Yes, monsieur.” 
"His illness was not known in America.” 
"That is not strange, s r. 
It was not 
known throughout this hotel. 
Wo bari 
hundreds of guests during Hic time he was 
so ill, who hoard nothing of the fact. 
Al­ 
most every time I saw madame she cau­ 
tioned me not to tell anybody who the gen­ 
tleman was or that he was stopping at the 
hotel.” 
C om e, tell me about it.” 
"Mr. Blaine was taken ill on tile night of 
his arrival. Tile party consisted of himself, 
his wife and daughter and a maid. I didn’t 
know who they were, but gave them a suite 
of rooms on the 
entresol.

thought the rooms too cold and damp. 
and 
before 
dinner 
I 
changed 
them 
to

and

floor, 
overlooking the public gardens. All the 
fanniv appeared at the regular table d’bote 
at 0 o’clock. They were all quite cheerful. 
Just aller ii o’clock there was considerable

The voting adv in the Ameri­ 
can party came rushing down stairs, accom­ 
panied by the maid, and asked that we call 
a doctor at once. 
I rang the telephone and 
summoned the best physician of Milan. 
Then I w ent up stairs and am sure madame, 
the guest’s wile, said to mo these words; 
"It is nothing serious. It is the same as my 
husband bad once before.” 
'Did you see tho sick man?” 
“Only for a moment. He Jay upon a sofa 
and seemed to be unable to speak. His 
face was of a deathly i s h e n color.

" How can I. m adam when I do not know 
it ” I replied. Then she told me that the 
sick man was Mr. Jam es O. Blaine of the j 
t inted States and I instantly knew who he 
was ’ 
"How did on find him next morning?” 
"His condition was not much changed, 
save that there was a little more color in 
his face 
His temperature was slightly 
better also. 
He again made efforts to 
speak and uttered guttural sounds. 
He 
took broths aud beef tea which had been 
prepared.” 
“How long did be reflhain thus?” 
"About a week. Gradually the use of his 
tongue returned and he would talk for 
hours at a stretch. 
He was much discour­ 
aged about himself and I talked with him a 
long time every day. chiefly to keep his 
thoughts away from his own condition.” 
"Did he recover the uso of his arm and 
leg?” 
Not completely until just before his de­ 
parture. Ile generally had to lift his right 
arm with his left hand.” 
"How did tho case progress after Mr. 
Blaine recovered his speech?” 
'T h e patient then developed the most 
serious mental despondency. He was 
AU sal ti I a bv lly pac la anet r tar a'. 
As he became able to sit up he daily grew 
more depressed. Then I had to reason with 
him about 
himself 
and 
to cheer him 
up with stories. 
It was laborious, and 
rarely effective. He would invariably reply 
to my efforts, 'No; I arn finished,’ or ‘I am 
done for,’ or 'my career is 
ended.’ Oh, 
sir. it was sad. aye, pitiful to hear him talk 
thus. One aiteruoon he suddenly said to 
me; 
” ’It is all over with mo. I will cable to 
my friends that I am hopelessly sick. Oh! 
I am done, doctor; I know it; there is no 
hone!’ 
" You are not even dangerously ill, now. 
Mr. Blaine,’ I replied earnestly, because I 
realized how important it was to prevent 
any 
such 
action 
on 
his 
part 
as 
he 
proposed. 
’You 
must 
not 
cable 
anything of the kind, it is not true. If you 
do I shall wire to your lriendsaud to inends 
of mine in New York that you have neon 
misinformed, tnat your cablegram is incor­ 
rect. No; as your medical adviser I shall 
not consent to anything of the kind.’ 
"But Mr. Blaine oiler wards sent a letter 
from Florence refusing the presidential 
nomination. Did you know that?” 
’ Alas; yes: I read that letter when it was 
printed. It ought never to have been writ­ 
ten, 
it was a m istake- a gigantic blunder 
—and committed after be left me. I am 
glad it do*js not boar a Milan date. 
I 
would have considered it mv duty to the 
last to stand between a hypochondriacal 
patient, as lie was, and the consequences of 
such an act-consequences of vital impor­ 
tance to himself, hts friends, his party and 
this country. 
I took a rosy view of Mr, 
Blaine’s case. Ut tier doctors may not h a v e 
done so. Some are liable to look on the 
dark side Of a patient’s case. I am different. 
Ult. I uas grieved at that letter.” 
"Then yon think Mr. Blaine would have 
been apio to go through a campaign?” 
"Certainly I do. With reasonable care 
lie is 
fifloit io n T w e n ty T ea rs. 
He has no trace of Bright’s disease. He has 
no chronic physical or mental infirmity, 
except, perhaps, a slight heart affection, 
and many people die of old age who have 
irregularities in that organ.” 
"Did Mr. Blaine overcome the melancholia 
as his con', absconce progressed?” 
"No. unfortunately. It grew upon him. 
As my visit was nearing its close, each day 
he would call for pen, ink and paper, and 
would lift up Ids almost helpless arm and 
would write Iii* name 4ft times or more.” 
" ’.See, doctor,’ he’d say, ‘I cannot write 
my name as I used to.’ 
’’Oh yes you can.” I would reply. 
‘That 
signature would be good anywhere.’ 
‘ ’No, you are wrong. 
Look at the G. 
doctor—it isn't the same old G; and the J 
of the Jamas is bad. The Blaine isn t much 
off - not us badly off as another Blaine I 
know.’ 
"Aud then he would write, aud write, aud 
write, often murmuring his name as ho 
spelled, it out—'James G. Blaine’—''.James 
G. B-l-a-i-n-e.’ I have one of those papers 
at my office now. No, I will not Dart with 
it ”

"How did you overcome that delusion ? 
"Iii a thoroughly practical way. Finding 
that I couldn’t reason him out of it I asked 
Miss Blaine to get, m ea letter of tier father’s 
fihe (ouild one in tier trunk two years old. 
I waited for nim to begin the signature- 
racket. 
until 
he 
'had 
written 
a 
dozen, then I laid before him his letter 
with tho signature folded on the outside, 
telling him to compare them. Ile did so 
very carefully. There was no distinct dif­ 
ference in the handwriting; at least no 
more than would bo caused by ordinary 
sickness 
The demonstration was not final, 
however, for once or twico afterwards he 
said to me: 
’’ ’Now. doctor, get me the paper. I won­ 
der if I can write my name today ’ 
"Did this pass away before the party left 
here in .January ?” was asked. 
"Entirely. Mr. Blaine left here practi­ 
cally a well m an.’’ 
"Did ho have a relapse at Florence?” 
"I know not 
If he had a return of tho 
melancholia it would account for his letter. 
to my mind. Mental treatment was what I 
most relied on in 
his case. 
Medicines 
weren’t of much value.” 
Today found the World man in Florence, 
and again he visitod the Hotel de Florence 
et 
Washington, where 
the 
despairing 
stranger passed the dreary five weeks of 
seclusion and mental anguish 
B t the cour­ 
tesy of Signor Gobbo. he was shown through 
the suite of apirtinents. The neat little 
parlor is furnished in rod. and in its centre 1 
stands a circular table. Upon that table I 
"tbe Floience letter" was written. 
And this is the way he lost the presidency 
—threw it away to Harrison. 
Poor Mr. Blaine!

GOULD AGAINST TRUSTS. 


Sej3 They Are Unpopular — Idea Not 
Practical When Applied to Railroads 
— Associations Not Failures. 
St. Loris. G et 24.—In the 
course of 
a very lone interview today covering a wide 
range of 
subjects Jay Gould 
declared 
against a railroad trust 
He was asked: "Has not the attempt to 
m aintain 
rates 
by 
associations failed? 
Won’t the trust idea have to be adopted ?” 
"No,” lie replied. "I hardly think that the 
associations are failures. There are some 
difficult problems involved, but after all 
rates are not as unsatisfactory this year as 
one would suppose from reading the news­ 
papers. 
The 
proportion 
of tonnage to 
revenue is one-third more than it was last 
year, so of course rates are not altogether 
satisfactory, but then they are not alto­ 
gether had.” 
"Do you think that the trust idea w ill be 
adopted-Judge McCook’s proposition 
or 
Mr. Beach’s idea', ” 
"No. Trusts are unpopular.” 
" Are th ey not e c o n o m ic a lly co r rect? ” 
“I don’t kuow about that. It depends on 
what is mi aul by the term ‘trust 
I don’t 
think, when applied to railroads, the idea is 
practical. Here is the Missouri Pacific. 6000 
miles about. Now. I have been travelling 
for three weeks and have only covered 3700 
miles ut 
it. 
This system is about big 
enough for one man to handle without put­ 
ting it into a trust with several other large 
properties.’*

Malietoa, who was recently brought, back 
from the Marshall islands, was present, and 
was in a very feeble condition, lie ad­ 
dressed the people, expressing full faith in 
Mataafa, and prophesying peace for fcamoa. 
He retired in favor of Mataafa. 
Malietoa then retired and was so weak 
after bis few words that he had to be con­ 
d u c te d to his private Q u a r te r s . Mataafa 
then addressed the people -aving: 
"I accept the position of king, and with 
God’s assistance we will save Samoa for 
our people. We should not forget, what the 
United States and Great Britain have done 
for u*. 
We have to thank these nations 
for our independence. Their advice will be 
for our good. Germany has only tried to 
frighten us.” 
The three consuls here have received in­ 
structions from their governments to recog­ 


nize Malietoa as king. It is stated he does 
not desire to rule and that his physical 
strength is such as not to warrant tho re­ 
sponsibility. The impression prevails here. 
at least among the Americans and British 
residents, as well as among a great majority 
of natives, that Mataafa is the only man 
capable of tilling the position. 
fiouio excitem ent exists here on account 
of fears of impending trouble on the island 
of fiavaii. some of Tainasese’s followers 
having been giving trouble there. 
The 
latest, information is that they attacked and 
injured the chief belonging to Mataata’s 
party. 
When this news was 
received 
Mataafa sent word to his people at the 
place where the trouble occurred to demand 
that the guilty parties he delivered to them. 
The excitem ent has been increased here 
bv the fa ct that IOO of Mataafa's followers 
are now leaving Apia tor Savaii. 


WASHTUB EXPLODED. 


Blew Out Side of House and Injured 
H usband—Dynamite 
Shattered 
a 
Hundred Dwellings in Montreal. 


B a l t im o r e , Oct. 2 4 .—A terrific explosion 
startled the quiet neighborhood of North 
Broadway this morning. 
When the police and neighbors entered 
cautiously the house in which the shock 
occurred, they found a woman lying in a 
dead faint on 
the 
floor, a man with 
blistered hands and burned face pacing 
about in agony, and the rear part of Hie 
dwelling in nuns. 
It appears that about 8 o’clock this morn­ 
ing William Bailey went into the back build­ 
ing of his home, the lower floor of which is 
used for a kitchen, to prepare the washing 
tubs tor his wife, as it was wash day. 
Mrs. 
Bailey 
had 
been 
in 
the 
kitchen 
with 
him, 
but 
had 
gone 
into another room, fihe had Peen in Hie 
habit of pouring a little benzine in the 
water for tbe purpose of better cleaning the 
garments, and for this purpose had put 
nearly half a teacupful noon a tablo in 
the room. Mr. Bailey picked it up, anil 
without a moment's thought dashed it into 
the tub of hot water. 
Tbe noxt moment there was an explosion 
and crash, and Bailey 
staggered back, 
dazed by the terrific shock which rocked 
tim entire building. When he recovered he 
found the corner of the room in which the 
tub 
was had 
been 
completely 
blown 
out, the bricks being scattered all over 
the yard, 
Ten 
feet 
from its former 
position tho tub was found upright and 
unharmed, but empty. 
The exploding 
benzine had hurled the water from it with 
such violence asta tear out the corner of 
Hie room as evenly as if done by the hand 
of man. A dresser containing a lot of 
dishes remained unharmed, though the 
wall was torn away not a foot from its 
edge. 
Some of the water splashed upon Mr. 
Bailey, and he was badly burned apout the 
hand - and arms. His wife fainted from the 
shook. 
The house was damaged to the extent of 
$400. The entire rear wing was blown out 
and demolished. 
W bile the excitem ent was at its highest a 
neighbor rushed to No. '.) engine bouse, and 
an alarm of tire was sounded, but the fire­ 
men were not needed. 
I he explanation of the explosion lies in 
the fact that th * Timor given off by the ben­ 
zine was much lighter than the vapor of the 
hot water and the quick expansion of the 
benzine vap o r caused the explosion. Tins 
would be the result if benzine were thrown 
intently hot liquid, the vapor of which is 
heavier than tbe vapor of benzine,

M o n t r e a l , Oct. 24.—The most terrible 
explosion that ever 
occurred in Mon­ 
treal happened at 6.30 o’clock this morning. 
At that hour a large quantity of dynamite 
gtored in a sm all building at the corner of 
Panthalion and St. Jean Baptiste streets, in 
the northern district of the city. where 
main sewers were in course of construc­ 
tion, exploded. This building and the ad­ 
joining one were blown to splinters, not a 
piece larger than a pencil remaining, while 
upwards of JOO houses wore either partly 
or wholly destroyed. 
The early hour at which the explosion 
occured alone prevented it from being ter­ 
ribly fatal, hut as it was. one man. Jules 
Chartrand, was blown 60 feet in the air and 
instantly killed, while several men. women 
and children 
living in tho demolished 
dwellings and stores were slightly injured.

TBE CRONIN TRIAL • 


Opening of the Fcamous Case 
in Chicago Last Week. 


Testimony Establishing the Identity of 


the Murdered Man. 


Extraordinary Ruling and Reversing by 


tbe Perplexed Judge. 


The trial of the men indicted for the mur­ 
der of Dr. Cronin opened at Chicago Thurs­ 
day. State’s Attorney Longenecker made 
his opening address to the jury. After re­ 
ferring to the motive of the crime, he pro­ 
ceeded to sketch the history of tho Clan-na- 
Gael iu this country, saying that it was 
made up of patriotic Irishmen, Irishmen 
who went into it for political effect, and 
Irishmen who went into it for Hie money 
there was in it.andthatitsoD jectw astofree 
Ireland by force of arms as soon as a favor­ 
able opportunity should offer. Ile declared 
that the triangle was supreme; that tho 
oaths of the members made their com­ 
mands superior to the laws of th* nation. 
When Sullivan, Feeley and Boland got con­ 
trol of Hie executive board they changed 
the plan of work of tho organization and 
inaugurated the dynamite policy, and im­ 
planted in the constitution the clause com 
manding perfect and unquestioned obcdi 
epee to tho commands of Hie board. 
The State’s attorney then spoko of tho 
adoption of the triangle as Hie symbol of 
the executive hoard. Tile membership did 
not know who constituted the triangle, so 
secret 
was 
it, but. 
nevertheless, they 
obeyed its orders, and were sent on various 
soc btl missions 
to 
England. Notwith­ 
standing secrecy, tnese men wore betrayed 
by Hie board to Hie English authorities and 
20 of them, he said are now iii prison. Tins 
was, ho declared, to enable the hoard to 
S lp sl m o i ’m .<iti. 
and when, at last, a showing was made, the 
board claimed that Hie order owed them 
§13 .0 0 0 . 
At this point Mr. Lorigeneekor proceeded 
to sketch the history 
of Cronin's fight 
against the triangle: told of Cronin's ex­ 
pulsion ; the subsequent union convention ; 
the trial of Sullivan. Feeler and Bolaml by 
a secret committee, of which Dr. Cronin 
was a member, in Buffalo last August 
Dr. 
Cronin took the evidence fully, and witness­ 
es and facts were produced to show what 
had been done across the water under the 
direction of this triangle. 
It would have 
shown that they had-not only violated tho 
laws of tim order and of this country, but 
also those of England, and had robbed 
the 
urdor 
of 
its 
funds 
and 
the 
men of their liberties. Only a day or two 
after Dr. Cronin’s death, however, tho re­ 
port of the Inal was sent out. Dr. Cronins 
par! of it. however was rejected, and that 
part which accused Cronin of being a traitor. 
He claimed that they would show that all 
this denunciation of Dr. Cronin was sent 
out over Alexander Sullivan’s signature, 
anti that it was sent out after Dr. Cronin 
had disappeared, and in the belief that ins 
body woilid never be found. 
It was not 
sufficient to make way with Dr. Cronin, but 
tile same unseen 
hand 
that regulated 
this conspiracy from its inception had to 
make it appear also that Cronin was a 
traitor. 
For if Dr. Cronin had published 
his evidence against the triangle, as he was 
about to do, it meant the ruin of the trian­ 
gle with Irish people, and to have it pub­ 
lished to all their cam usw astoconvictthese 
men of embezzling those funds that had 
been accumulating for years, it would not 
only have proved them traitors to the law 
ot two countries, but traitors to the cause 
in which these people had enlisted, and in­ 
stead of doing that which was to Hie 
lie n e f lt o f P o o r O ld I r e la n d , 
it would brand them the worst men on tho 
can li among tho Irish people. Thfct was 
the object. 
The State’s attorney then went on to show 
how Coughlin had hogun denouncing Cro­ 
nin as a spy as far back as February; how 
Beggs at a certain meeting of Camp No. 20. 
had said that Dr. Cronin’s denunciation of 
Sullivan aud the triangle had to he stooped, 
"if it look blood.” Finally, alter several 
w eeks’ delay, Bi ggs. as guardian of Camp 
No. 20. announced that the charges against 
the triangle would have to he investigated. 
The next day the fiat at 117 Clark street 
was rented, the trunk and furniture winch 
were afterward moved to the Carlson cottage 
bought, aud the preparations began for the 
murder. 
The State’s attorney then went 
over the whole story of the conception and 
execution of this plot, which has so often 
been told. 
In 
concluding. 
Judge 
Longenecker 
pointed out more clearly the connection of 
the indicted persons with the conspiracy, 
aud promised to present, as rapidly as possi­ 
ble, witnesses lo prove such corruption. 
Counsel for tho defence then, one by one. 
waived their right to make each an opening 
address to the jury, ana the taking of testi­ 
mony was begun. 
Capt. Francis Villiers of the Lake View 
police and a half dozen other witnesses 
were called to prove the identity of the body 
found as that of the missing doctor. They 
were hardly cross-examined, the defence 
apparently having decided to admit that 
the body was tnat of the physician. 
T il e P r o s e c u t i o n in t h e C a se 
was apparently 
not 
satisfied Saturday 
morning with 
the 
identification of the 
body found in tho catch basin as that of Dr. 
Cronin. To strengthen the testimony of his 
hesitating assistant, County Bhysician Todd 
was first called to prove that no one but 
himself and Dr. Egbert, his assistant, knew 
tho combination of tile safe in which had 
been kept the plate with teeth attached, 
taken from th* mouth of the deadman. 
Witness further testified that he had not 
even looked into the sale since last March. 
This perfected Dr. Egbert’s testimony, as he 
had sworn that to the best of ilia belief the 
plate in question was the identical one taken 
from th* body. 
t he identification of Dentist Lewis, not 
only of the body, but of the plate which he 
saw removed from the mouth and which 
lie had him self made, together with the 
positive identification 
of

body by 
Wallenborn Conklin. John W. aud Frank 
Scanlon and others, presents an apparently 
insurmountable wall of proof that the mur­ 
dered man was really Dr. Cronin.

Feud of 20 Years’ Standing; Settled by a 
Double Murder—General Fight at a 
Barn-Raising in Iowa. 


D u b u q u e , la., Oct. 2 7 .—A fend of 20 
years’ standing was settled yesterday near 
New Hampton, the county seat of Chicka­ 
saw county, by a general battle, in which 
two men wero killed and several others 
wounded.

Starving Men Become Cannibals—Tale 
of 
a 
Seaman 
of 
the 
W recked 
Earnmoor. 


B a l t i m o r e , Get. 2 5 .—Carl Groves, fire­ 
man. and Ludwig l.oder. seaman, two sur­ 
vivors of the crew of the steamer Earnmoor. 
which went down near Hayti a few weeks 
ago. told last night a story horrible in its 
details of the way they sustained life by 
cannibalism for days. 
Loder said; 
"The only food we had the first 15 days in 
the boat was a flying fish and a few raw 
sm all sea birds, divided among the men.” 
“On the Kith day out, William Davis, a 
seaman, caught mo by tbe throat and made 
a dash at my head with a knife. He cat me 
on the right cheek, tho scar from which 
still remains, as you see. He was told to 
kill mo by August PUgge. 
“When Davis began to cwt me some of 
my companions caught hun. put others 
shouted ‘Kill him! Kill him! We want 
something to eat; we are starving!’ 
“it seems t hat Plague. Davis and others in 
one end of the boat, had decided that I 
should die. I suppose as I was pretty, for I 
looked inviting. 
Plague was placed on 
watch that night, hut he was missing next 
morning. No one saw him go overboard. 
"On the 17th day. William Robinson lay 
down to sleep. When they tried to call him 
they found him dead. It was determined 
to eat his flesh, and W illiam Wright, the 
cook, was ordered to carve th* body.

ribs. 
The 
next 
day 
this 
flesh 
in 
strips 
was

on top of the

Once at Gros 
venordale ho attacked IO Frenchmen and

man. I asked him wily and he said ’noth 
ing.’ One evening about 6 o’clock, it was 
a Saturday in March. 1889. he told me that 
iris conscience would not keep still, and 
then he told me he was tbe man that bad 
Kill cd Emma Pierson.

T W ILL interest the 
boys w ho exp ect to 
enter th e telegraph 
business to learn th at 
m en w ho h ave risen 
to be m anagers in the 
W estern U nion T ele­ 
graph Com pany have 
had long experience 
in the practical oner- 
a t i o n of th e tele- 
'4y graDh. 
Both our gen ­ 
eral m anager aud our 
w o r k i n g vice-presi- 
dent commenced 
their w ork in a very 
I o w-grado 
position. 
So, w ith all our gen ­ 
eral 
superintendents, 
th ey h ave 
gone 
through all the graduations up to th e com ­ 
m and of their respective departm ents. 
B ut there is one excep tion to th a t rule 
in m y ow n case. 
I com m enced th e busi­ 
ness 35 years ago, at th e head of a com ­ 
pany th at leased lines running from Cin­ 
cinnati to N ew Orleans, and w hich after­ 
wards bought th em 
out aud extended 
them into T exas, A rkansas and Alabam a, 
under th e nam e of th e Southw estern T ele­ 
graph Company. 
For IU years I w as presi­ 
d ent of th at com pany, from th e start, after­ 
wards w as vice-president of th e Am erican, 
in w h ich m y com pany w as first m erged, 
and 
finally 
president of th e 
W estern 
U nion. Bo th at I have n ever had a lower- 
grade position in th e telegraph business 
than th at of ex ecu tiv e officer, and have 
never been a practical telegrapher. 
I regard m y success in obtaining and hold­ 
in g m y positions as being due to a ta len t for 
organization and order. 
As th e phrenolo­ 
gists w ould say, m y bum p of order is large. 
I lik e to see everyth in g done in its proper 
tim e aud order. 
It is also absolutely essen­ 
tia l to successful ex ecu tive m anagem ent 
th at a man should have qualifications as an 
organizer. 
It is not needed th at th e execu ­ 
tiv e head of a telegraph com pany of this 
m agnitude should be a practical operator or 
a practical electrician ; in fact, he has got 
m ore than enough to occupy all his tim e 
and th oughts in shaping th e general policy 
and financial m an agem ent of th e corpora­ 
tion, and is bound to leave the practical 
conduct of its aff airs to subordinates. 
A m ong these subordinates is tho general 
m anager, w ho has charge of all the lines 
and officers. T he second vi< e-president has 
charge of our relations w ith railroad com ­ 
panies and other corporations, and is head 
of th e elecrical departm ent. The business 
is th en subdivided under these respective 
parties into bureaus. 
W e have three gen ­ 
eral superintendents, n e x t in authority to 
th e general m anager, and each of these 
general su p erintend en ts has from eight to 
12 district superintendents, 
Som e super­ 
inten dents, again, h a v e assistant superin­ 
tendents. A ll of th e positions I have nam ed 
(w ith the excep tion of the district superin­ 
tendents), com m and high salaries, the pay 
running from $5000 to $15,OOO a year. 
Our general m anager com m enced as a 
m essenger boy; so did our second vice presi­ 
dent. 
Most of our superintendents began 
eith er as m essenger boys or as operators 
in sm all offices, receivin g at 
first very 
m oderate w ages. 
T he m ajority of our su­ 
perintendents are chosen from th e opera­ 
tors and m anagers of offices, and selected on 
account of th e ta len t th ey have developed 
in organizing and directing w hatever force 
th ey have had under them . 
A number of 
our heads of bureaus, now in receipt of 
handsom e salaries, com m enced as office 
boys, and have been gradually promoted iii 
th e business. 
Our treasurer, 
w ho 
has 
charge of from $10,000,000 to $15,000,000 
of our securities, 22 years azo was a boy in 
th e office of w hich lie is now chief, at a 
salary of $25 a m onth. 
A nother point should be borne in mind, a 
great m any telegraph m en have been pro­ 
m oted from the ordinary service to good 
positions in other offices. 
Many prom inent 
officials of railroad com panies have been 
selected from th e ran k sof telegraphers; the 
vice president aud general m anager of the 
L ouisville & N ash ville railroad was once a 
telegraph operator in . th e depot office at 
Louisville. 
B ut it should be borne in m ind 
th at th e opp ortunities for advancem ent in 
th e telegraph business* are not so great 
in 
percentage 
as 
in 
the 
railroads, 
th e express com m unes and m any other 
corporations, 
for 
th e 
reason 
that 
th e 
percentage 
of 
officers 
to 
th e 
w noie num ber em ployed is very 
sm all. 
Then, again ad van cem ent does not com e in 
th is or any other business for many m en 
who are very com petent in their places, but 
who w ould be very incom petent for higher 
positions; th at is. there are som e men who 
seem to be born, as w e say. to run m 
grooves; th ey do not seem to have the fac­ 
ulty of a w ide and general com prehension 
of business. T hey m ay not prefer that style 
of disposition, but th ey are certainly horn 
w ith it and cannot grow out of it. T hat 
phase of character is especially illustrated 
am ong E nglishm en, m any of whom, if th ey 
com e to occupy th e position of bookkeeper, 
have reached th e h eig h t of their ambition. 
The (olograph business has given em ploy­ 
m ent to a great arm y of people, m s diffi 
cu lt to say how m any, but at tile present 
tim e there are recognized a3 iii the em ploy 
of the W estern U nion Telegraph Company 
about 25.500 persons. 
A considerable pro­ 
portion of th is num ber, how ever, are paid 
by the railroad com panies; but, in the 
han dling of telegraph m essages in railroad 
offices, they are recognized as our agents, 
and m ake reports to us. 
A great many 
wit se nam es are not known to us are more 
or less in the em ploy of th e telegraph com ­ 
pany in railroad offices. Many railroad 
offices have four or five operators. As they 
are a1! paid by tile railroad com pany, we do 
not know any of them , except the manager, 
who m anes th e report to us; his is the only 
nam e that com es before us. So th ai a very 
considerable num ber th at we do not get any 
account of on our rolls are doing service tor 
the telegraph com pany under our contract 
w itli the railroad company. 
In th e future I 
th in k w e shall have 
m achine telegraphy. 
We are now intro­ 
ducing, largely, th e W heatstone autom atic 
system , which we are using irom New York 
to New Orleans and all the way to San 
Francisco, and eastw ard as far as the cables 
at Cape Canso, at th e northern horder of 
Nova Beotia. T his system saves wire facili­ 
ties for w hich there is a grow ing dem and in 
tho great num ber th at are being hired for 
private uses. 
A large number of brokers 
are hiring private wires alm ost every large 
newspaper has one or more, the nssociated 
presses hire a num ber of wires all over the 
country, and although we have t;25,000 
m iles of wire. enough to girdle the earth 
25 tim es, w e have not got enough. 
Telegraphy cannot 
be made so cheap 
th at individuals can use it as freely as a 
m eans of com m unication as they do the 
post office. T he public have never been 
educated as to the cost of the telegraph 
service 
It 
costs one-half cent a word 
for each operator who handles a m essage 
For tne operating service alone it takes 
tw o 
operators to 
send a m essage any 
wbero, 
and 
you 
have 
to 
add 
an 
additional 
operator 
for

W hile still a ch ild little F athim eh sits in 
the gate and som etim es plays w ith th e boys 
of the neigborhood, and thus perhaps forms 
a passing acquaintance w ith lier future hus­ 
band. 
If her parents w ere peasants, she 
would accom pany th em to th e fields, and 
aul in picking th e fruit or gleanin g the har­ 
vest. 
B ut as her parents are well-to-do city 
folk of som e m eans she is soon tau ght th at 
her destiny is to be a life alm ost as secluded 
as that of a nunnery. 
Her days are to be passed w ith in th e se ­ 
clusion of the anderoon or w om en’s quarter 
of the house, w here she resides, w hether it 
be her father’s or her husband’s andcroon. 
If the former, by th e tim e Fathim eh. is 9 
years old. lier days are passed in apart­ 
m ents where her only society is th at of her 
mother, 
sisters 
and 
brothers, 
and 
the 
f in a le 
slaves 
of 
th e 
hou se­ 
hold. 
O ccasionally 
other 
little 
girls 
pay her a form al visit, and 
th ey pass 
the afternoon eatin g cucum bers and con­ 
fectionery to a degree th at would speedily 
kill off m ost A m erican children. 
In Persia 
those w ho are unable to bear such irregular 
diet die early: th e survivors becom e so 
hardened they are able to endure anything. 
This is a sim ple w ay of avoiding 
the 
necessity of h eavy doctor’s bills, w hich is 
perhaps an advan tage in a country w here 
th e ph ysicians are 
th e 
m ost barefaced 
quacks. 
lf F atliim eh ’s father has several w ives, 
w h ich it is greatly to be feared is th e case, 
th en sh e also has her h a lf brothers and sis­ 
ters as playm ates, and a m arry tim e they 
have of it 
T he ancleroou is entirely separ­ 
ated from th e rest of th e establishm ent 
w ith in an enclosure of its own. and each 
w ife,w ith her fam ily,occupies a distin ct por- 
!on of the anderoon. 
It i* bu ilt around a 
square courtyard surrounded by high w alls 
so th at no one m ay look into it. nor is any 
neighboring house perm itted to open into 
the anderoon court, w hether from th e roof 
or from windows. 
Nor are there any w in ­ 
dow s in the anderoon itself that face the 
street. T hus you see th at th e anderoon and 
its courtyard are entirely sh u t out from the 
world.

then proceed to rejoin th e husband and 
father, and perhaps sm oke w ith him . 
All 
sm oko in Persia, from th e youngest to th e 
oldest, 
W hen bedtim e arrives th e process of retir­ 
ing to the land of nod is sim plicity itself. A 
pile of bedd.ng in th e corner of tho sleeping 
room is unrolled on the rugs coverin g the 
floor; there are no sheets, but only coun­ 
terpanes. and in w inter heavy quilts. D i­ 
vestin g herself of her outer cloth in g Fathi- 
m eh folds and places them in th e niches in 
th e w all called tachtch es. w hich serve the 
purpose of closet and table in m ost Persian 
houses. 
F athim eh is aw akened early by th e su m ­ 
m ons to rise for m orning prayers, w hich 
sounds soon after daw n over th e city and 
country, or she m ay be aroused still earlier 
by th e horn of th e hah-ham basbee, or 
bath-m aster, announcing th at th e public 
baths are ready. T hose w ho do n ot have 
private steam baths at hom e go to th e pub­ 
lic baths. ‘H ie m en go at all hours from 
daw n un til noon 
T he w om en resort to 
them in th e afternoon. 
No C hristian is 
ever perm itted to enter th ese baths, w hich 
are carefu lly preserved for th e faithfu l. 
G oing to th e public bath is one of F at­ 
h im eh ’s greatest diversions from th e earli­ 
est childhood. 
A t least once a w eek her 
m other tak es her there. T hey m ak e an 
afternoon 
of 
it. 
F athim eh 
has 
her 
fingers freshly dved w ith henna, and her 
hair, 
w h ich 
has 
grow n 
very 
long, 
is 
plaited 
into 
innum erable 
sm all 
braids, 
w hich 
are 
exp ected 
to 
last 
w ithout recom bing u n til her n e x t v isit to 
the bath. 
T hese days at th e bath are an 
education to th e little girl now rapidly ap­ 
proaching w om anhood. W ith th e excep ­ 
tion of a few lessons w ith th e needle, or on 
th e guitar, or in th e m ak in g of preserves, 
the little m aiden has no other education 
before m arriage, ex cep t w h at she gains 
from hearing older people of ber ow n sex 
converse. 


And thus, w hen she is at th e bath and 
hears th e w om en talk in g w h ile em broider­ 
in g or sm okin g after th e ablutions are over. 
she learns m uch from th eir conversation of 
life in th e outside w orld of Persia, and she 
w ill need 
a ll 
th e inform ation she can 
acquire, for if she ever learns to read and 
w rite, w hich is not lik ely, it m ust be after 
she is m arried. T hat m arriage is her in ev it­ 
able destiny she learns as soon as she can 
talk. 
T here are no old m aids in th at coun­ 
try. 
W hen she is l l or 12 years old th e ques­ 
tion of finding her a husband is earn estly 
discussed. 
T he m atter is settled betw een 
th e parents of the bride aud groom , th e 
m ost difficult point to arrange being th e 
am ount of the dowry to be paid w ith th e 
bride. 
If th is is th e first m arriage of the 
prospective husband th en he also is young, 
not over Iii or 17. 
T he m arriage is accom panied w ith great 
pom p, and th e festiv ities last several days, 
after w hich the bride is taken to her new 
hom e at th e head of a long procession, 
crow ding th e narrow streets, m arching to 
th e sound of horns, nipes, and kettledrum s. 
And there w e leave th e little bride hoping 
she w ill have at least her share of w edded 
bliss.

G E O G R A P H Y O F 
T H E M O O N . 


H ow ever, th ese quarters are by no m eans 
as dreary as one m igh t im agine, for th e 
court is laid out w ith parterres filled w ith 
an 
extraordinary profusion of 
flowers, 
chiefly roses, asters, pinks, lavender, olean ­ 
der and m arigolds. 
It is densely shaded 
also w ith 
lindens, china trees, poplars, 
plane trees and pom egranate trees, th e lat­ 
ter a m ost exq u isite addition to every gar­ 
den w here it grows, w ith its bright green 
glossy leaves, its lovely fiam e-colorcd blos­ 
som s and rich red globes of fruit. 
H idden in th is w ealth of foliage th e bu l­ 
bul or n igh tin gale w arbles its enchanting 
strains not only during th e still w atches of 
Hie m oon lit night, but often during th e 
hush of drow sy sum m er day. 
In the centre 
of the court there is an im m anse tank, in to 
w hich the w ater often runs for hours w ith 
a grate; ul m usic, being afterw ard draw n off 
to irrigate th e garden. 
B ut it in never 
em pty, and around its brim th e children 
play, and di ves alig h t to strut and coo, 
w h ile th e ducks float on tho surface, 
Around th e courtyard are arranged th e 
various apartm ents of the anderoon, rarely 
m ore than one story and h avin g a flat roof; 
th ey are protected from the su n ’s rays by 
broad verandas supported by graceful pil­ 
lars, and another tan k is in tile centre of 
th e veranda. 
W hen visitors call, fountains 
in th e m iddle of these tanks to ssth eirsilv er 
spray and g iv e a delicious coolness to the 
air. 
T he ch ief m eal of th e day is in th e even ­ 
ing, alter th e sunset prayer has been an­ 
nounced from th e lofty m inarets. 
Fathi- 
m eh ’s father then 
w ithdraw s from the 
d u ties of th e day and seeks the seclusion of 
th e anderoon w ith bis fam ily. D inner is 
berved 
to 
him 
on 
th e 
floor. 
It is 
brought in on a large disk 
of 
w hit- 
ened cooper, 
and 
consists 
ch iefly 
of 
soup, h igh ly seasoned ragouts, rice, sw eets, 
and tea. 
T he lord of th e m ansion eats 
alone. 
H is w ife looks on. w hile, seated 
on his k n ees and heel*, he leans over th e 
dishes and carries th e food to his m outh 
w ith a bit of the th in bread of the country 
hollow ed betw een his fingers lik e a spoon. 
If he is in a pleasant m ood he calls Fatht- 
m eli to his side, and puts a choice tit-bit in 
ber m outh, saying, "Eat, m y lam b; it is 
good for th y health , God w illin g !” 
After he has dined his w ife or a hand 
m aiden brings him a basin, a ew er of rose 
scen ted w ater, aud a tow el, and laves bis 
hands. H is lordship then arises and reclines 
on a divan in th e corner by th e w indow, 
and a kalian or waterpipe is brought to him . 
W hile h e th us tak es bis ease F athim eh and 
her m other in turn take th eir m eal aud

in g N e ig h b o r . 


E ARE all naturally 
inclin ed to take an 
interest in our n eigh ­ 
bors. 
W e l i k e to 
know w ho those are 
that live near us, and 
we are 
not 
unfre- 
qu en tly 
curious 
to 
learn w h at w e can 
about 
them . 
In a 
s o m e w h a t l a r g e r 
sense, every tow n is 
naturally interested 
in the affairs of th e other tow ns in the 
vicin ity, and each State Keeps a close watch 
upon th e proceedings of other States w hich 
lie around. 
It is, therefore, only reasonable 
th at th e inh abitan ts of th is particular globe 
should endeavor to becom e acquainted w ith 
th e nature and circum stances off the other 
globes above us and below us, to our right 
and to our left. E specially are we to search 
out all th at w e can about that one world 
w hich happens to lie com paratively near us. 
T he neighbor to w hich w e refer is the 
moon. 
Let us com pare her distance w ith 
th at of som e of the other h eavenly bodies. 
T he sun is, for instance, about 400 tim es as 
far. Som e of th e planets do occasionally 
approach a little closer than the sun. but 
under all circum stances th ey rem ain at 
least 400 tim es as far as th e moon. 
As to 
th e stars, properly so called, th ey all lie at 
distances alm ost incom parably more rem ote 
than th e plauets. 
You, therefore, see how 
ju stly w e m ay describe the m oon as our 
neighbor when it is com pared w ith the 
other bodies of th e universe. T he relative 
distances of France and Japan from Eng­ 
land m ay be lik en ed to th e distances of the 
m oon and the nearest of th e other litaven ly 
bodies from this earth, 
W e th us have th e opportunity of seeing 
th e rnoou m uch more favorably tnan any of 
th e other heavenly bodies. 
For it is obvi­ 
ous th af the nearertsuch an object is the 
better w e can observe it. 
A feature on the 
surface of a plan et th at w ould be w holly 
in visib le from our earth m ight, n everthe­ 
less. be large enough to show as a conspic­ 
uous object if it were placed on th e moon, 
But though th e moon is so near us when 
com pared w ith th e other h eaven ly bodies 
it is still a very long way off w hen esti 
m ated by more ordinary standards. 
Under 
th e 
m ost 
favorable 
circum stances our 
neighbor is nearly a quarter of a m illion 
m iles aw ay, and w hen view ed from so 
great a distan ce objects h ave to be of con 
siderable m agn itud e if th ey are to be visi 
hie at all. 
A lunar m ountain, even it w ere 
as great as M ont Blanc itself, w ould only be 
show n lik e a tin y hillock by our m igh tiest 
telescopes. N o object on th e m oon could 
be seen un less it w ere at least as large as a 
ow n h all or a cathedral. W ere th e great 
pyram id of E gypt on th em o o n .it would only 
seem to us as a speck, w hich an artist, w ho 
was m ak ing a sketch 
at tho telescope, 
w ould indicate by a dot w ith his pencil. 
In our study of th e geography of the moon 
w e need, therefore, not exp ect to see any 
th ing clearly excep t the broad features of 
its scenery. H ere, fortunately, w e enjoy an 
advan tage w hich an astronom er w ho dw elt 
on tho m oon w ould not have if he endeav­ 
ored to look at th e earth. 
T he surface of 


our globe is so ex ten sively obscured by 
clouds th at it would be very hard for a 
lunar inhab tant to obtain such a view of 
this globe as to gain any adequate idea of 
w hat its surface was really lik e; hero and 
there, nodoubt, he m igh t g et an occasional 
glim pse, but it is uncertain to w h at ex ten t 
a kn ow led ge of the geography of the earth 
could be obtained by an exam ination, con­ 
ducted from a point of view lyin g beyond 
our atm osphere. T he moon, strange to say, 
has no encom passing sheets of c lo u d ; there 
is, indeed, little or no air there, and conse­ 
quently, w henever our ow n sky w ill perm t 
us to see through it, there is no other ob­ 
stacle to our obtaining a clear view of the 
moon. 
T here are certain spots or m arks on the 
moon as seen w ith th e unaided eye w ith 
w hich every one is fam iliar. T hey can be 
best observed when the moon is fu ll and it 
is a rem arkable fact th at th e features ex ­ 
hibited by th e fu ll m oon are alw ays the 
sam e. 
In fact the m oon a lla y s tu rn stile 
sam e face to u s - w e are never granted a 
glim pse at th e other side, and w h at that 
other side m ay be lik e neith er I nor any 
one else can g iv e you th e sligh test inform a­ 
tion. T he diam eter of the m oon is about 
2000 m iles, from w h ich wo inter th at Hie 
hem isphere w hich w e do see has an area 
about double as big as the entire of Europe. 
Som e of those large spots w hich form th e 
features on th e fu ll moon are therefore 
about as large as France or Spain. 
These 
regions b a re a different color to th e reBt of 
the m oon’s surface, and the telescope show s 
th at th eir floors are sm oother than other 
tracts of lunar country. 
W e have good reason to believe th at th ese 
dark patches ind icate th e basins o f great 
seas th at once covered a considerable part 
of th e m oon’s surface. 
In fact, th e very 
nam es by w hich astronom ers distin guish 
th ese objects in volve th is doctrine. T hus 
we speak of the Mare Serenitatis as the 
nam e of the region w here a Pacific ocean is 
once supposed to h ave reposed. 
W e are, 
how ever, certain th at th e surface of the 
m oon no longer contains any visible water. 
It seem s to have penetrated into the interior 
of th e lunar globe At som e period ages be 
fore telescopes w ere ever directed to the 
heavens. 
Though th e ancient sea-basins are th e only 
conspicuous objects in tho naked-eve view 
of th e moon, yet, w hen th e telescope is used, 
these features are not nearly so interesting 
as Hie craters. T hese are m u ltitu des of 
sm all objects quite invisib le to Hie unaided 
eye. though m any of them m ust be a hun­ 
dred m iles or more in diam eter. 
To observe th ese objects w ith advantage 
w e should select an opportunity w hen the 
m oon is at or near Hie quarter. 
In any case 
we should avoid m ak ing our v isit to th e ob­ 
servatory at th e tim e w hen th e m oon is 
full. 
You m ust rem em ber th at th e moon 
derives its ligh t from th e sun just as the 
earth does. 
T he sun illu m in ates th at half 
of th e sun w hich happens to be turned 
tow ards it, w h ile th e other h alf is in dark­ 
ness, and accordingly as w e see m ore or 
le sso f Hie bright h a lf w e see th e m oon 
more or less fu ll. It is along tho diam eter 
of th e m oon at th e quarter, or at any tim e 
along th e boundary betw een th e bright 
part and th e dark, t hat. th** illu m in ation is 
best suited for rendering faint objects v isi­ 
ble. T here th e features are show n w ith 
th at relief w hich can alone be obtained by 
strongly contrasted ligh t and shade. 
T here is one particular kind of ob’cct 
w hich specially characterizes th e geogra­ 
phy of th e m oon. T he type of th is object is 
a ring, and of th ese rings th ere are hun­ 
dreds. 
T hey have been 
m ost carefully 
drawn on tho charts of th e m oon, and in ­ 
deed th e great m ajority have had special 
nam es assigned to them . 
L et m e trv to 
describe w h at one of th ese rings would 
actually look lik e if you were able to stand 
on th e moon. You w ould find th e ring to 
Vie a ram D a rt of lofty m ountains, surround­ 
ing a rough and rugged interior. 
T he diam eter of th is circle w ill range 
from th e sm allest size th at w e can inst d is­ 
cern, w hich w ill be a few hundred yards 
across, un to vast ex ten ts of loo m iles, or 
even more, in diam eter; indeed, if you were 
sta n u in g in the centre of one of th e larger 
of these rings the range of m ountains which 
encircled it w ould be in visib le to you. be­ 
cause th ey w ould lie below your horizon. 
Our birdseye view of th e m oon gives us 
alm ost a better glan ce at th e general fea­ 
tures of th ese objects than you could obtain 
by actually going there. 
Som etim es there 
is a lofty m ountain peak rising in th e cen ­ 
tre of th e ring, and often tim es th e contour 
of th e ring is broken by th e invasion of 
other rings of varying sizes. 
W hile th ese are th e general features of 
th e m oon’s geography, som e others m ay be 
noted. T here are. for exam ple, lofty ranges 
of m ountains w hich, in their m assiveness, 
m ay be com pared w ith our Alps or Apen­ 
nines, nam es w hich, indeed, have been also 
applied w ith appropriateness 
to 
corre­ 
sponding 
lunar 
objects. 
I 
im agine, 
how ever, 
th at a w alk 
on 
th e 
moon 
would 
be attended w ith m ost frightful 
difficulties from th e nature of its sur­ 
face alone, quite independently of other 
im p ed im ents of a still more insuperable 
description. T he entire of m oonland ap­ 
pears to he an utter desert, too; not of sand, 
but of rough and rugged rocks, carved into 
th e w ildest form s, and presenting every 
difficulty to one w ho should try to m ove 
across such a country. 
L ilinn tians trying 
to run races over a heap of bricks w ould, I 
fancy, have an easy task of it as com pared 
w ith th e conditions under w hich you or I 
w ould try to w alk upon the moon.

HE m ost conspicuous 
figure in A m erican

has sworn allegiance. 
E very one w ill under­ 
stand that we allude 
to G eorge W ashing­ 
ton, th e greatest pat 
riot th at ever lived, 
w hose 
m em ory 
is 
venerated in th is country, and held in the 
high est respect by every other civilized 
nation. 
W ith such a type of m an before us 
as one of the founders of th e republic, there 
should be no w ant of disposition in the 
A m erican boy to w alk in th e footsteps of 
so illustrious an exam p le, and anv one horn 
on th e soil upon w hich so m uch blood aud 
treasure have been poured out to uphold 
our institution s, 
should look upon th e 
"Stars and Strip es” w ith th e greatest pos­ 
sible reverence. 
D uring tho civ il war I w as w itn ess to 
som e beautiful instances of 
patriotism , 
botli in officers aud m en. and one young 
officer so im pressed m e th at I w rote a sk etch 
of his life, w hich, although short, w as a 
glorious one. T he early teach in g of his 
m other had such an influence th at w hen 
th e South seceded he refused to desert the 
flag and gave up hom e and friends to stand 
by th e haulier he was tau ght to venerate. 
This w as Lieut. Edward Lea. ex ecu tiv e offi­ 
cer of tho U n ited States steam er Harriot 
Lane, on board of w hich vessel I first saw 
him . Tho follow ing brief narrative tells 
the story of Ins life in th e n a v y : 
Iii th e early part of th e civil w ar th e g o v ­ 
ernm ent was m uch em barrassed for w ant 
of vessels, and. am ong other officers, I had 
ta w ait till one could be prepared. 
N ot to 
lose tim e, I proposed to take passage for 
K ey W est, w here I was to assum e com m and 
of Hie mortar flotilla. 
T he H arriet Lane, 
under the com m and of L ieut. J. M. W ain­ 
w righ t, w as lyin g at th e W ashington N avy 
Yard, ready for sea. 
T aking a travelling 
hag and a sm all trunk in th e carn age, I 
m ade m y w ay to the navy yard w ith m y 
orders. 
Tile H arriet Lane w as a steam revenue 
cutter converted by th e N avy D epartm ent 
into a vessel of war. 
Her cabin contained 
hut one sm all stateroom , w hich the captain 
naturally w anted for him self. 
It never 
occurred to him to offer it to m e, though I 
was his com m anding officer, hut had lie 
m ade the offer I certainly should 
have 
declined it. 
Lieut. W ainw right received 
m e at th e gangw ay w ith a sm ilin g face, 
and m y trunk was placed on board. 
A l­ 
though he w as to have a passenger. W ain­ 
w right seem ed surprised at th e trunk. 
He, 
perhaps, th ought a handbag w ould be all I 
should require. 
L ooking doubtfully at the 
baggage, he said: "I don’t see how we 
shall bo able to stow that in th e cabin, out 
I m ust contrive som e w ay.” 
"Put it in th e foretop and g e t under way 
a i once,” I said. 
W ainw right looked astonished. 
"I am 
not ready for sea,” he replied; "the coal is 
not all on board.” 
"As to th a t,” I answered. "I never saw a 
n a v a l vessel th at was ready for sea; never­ 
theless. we w ill get underw ay and procure 
coalpit N orfolk or Port R oyal.” 


"But I have not laid in th e cabin stores.” 
"AU right,” I said, "the ship’s stores ar* 
good enough for m e.” 
"Two of th e officers and th e cabin steward 
are aw ay.” 
“ W e’ll leave them , th en .” I said. 
"But." continued W ainw right, "our chro­ 
nom eter has not com e on board.” 
"Of course,” I said, “chronom eters are 
alw ays slow , 
W e w ill go w ith ou t one, 
trustin g to the three J’s —lead, log and look­ 
ou t.” 
W ainw right was iii despair, and evidently 
th ought the navy was going to th e bad, sure 
enough, but he gave tho order to th e first 
lieu ten an t to ligh t th e fires. 
"The fires are already ligh ted, sir.” said 
L ieutenant Lea, "aud steam w ill be u p in 
20 m in utes.” I took an im m ed iate fancy to 
the young m an, for I lik ed h is prom ptness. 
By dayligh t n ex t m orning w e arrived at 
Cockpit point and found th ere five sm all 
steam "vessels of war," each m ounting sev­ 
eral rifled guns, and form ing part of the 
Potom ac river flotilla of 14 vessels under 
Lieut. R. ll. W ym an. 
It had form erly been 
under Com m ander Jam es H. W ard, who 
never perm itted a C onfederate battery to 
be erected on th e Potom ac.

It w as about 7 a. rn. w h en w e got abreast 
of C ockpit point, th e snow storm ceased and 
th e w eather becam e clear. 
I stood on th e 
w heelhouse w ith Captain W ainw right and 
L ieutenant I^a. A puff of sm oke cam* 
from th e bushes. 
"W hy,they liavedared to fire on tho flag!” 
exclaim ed th e young Southerner. 
Just thou a rifled sh ell struck th e rim of 
th e port w heel, cu ttin g it in two, and th e 
fragm ents wero k n ock ing th e w heelh ou se 
to pieces. 
"That was a slap in th e face,” said th e 
lieu ten an t; "can’t wo return tne fire, sir?” 
“No, m y young friend,” I replied, "never 
fire at a battery when you are running it, 
for you only throw* aw ay your shot. 
You 
w ill have firing enough before th e war is 
over.” 
Presently a 
shell passed through th e 
sm okestack and exploded ju st beyond. 
"They have h it us a g a in !” exclaim ed 
Lea. 
"The dastardly v illa in s!—to fire on 
th e flag!” 
Three sh ells follow ed in quick succession, 
cu ttin g aw ay a stack stay, chipping off a 
piece of rail, and k n ock in g out a ham m ock, 
"There, Mr. L ea.’ I said, th ey w ill trou­ 
ble us no more, as w e have passed th eir lin e 
of fire. 
It is useless to fire at gun s scattered 
am ong bushos and behind sand h ills, not 
kn ow ing th eir distance. 
From w hat I can 
learn, out of th e m any vessels th at have run 
past Cockpit point, th a t battery has neves 
yet succeeded in sin k in g on e.” 
"E xcuse m e. sir, for m y w arm th,” said 
th e young officer. 
"I am a Southern man 
and m y fam ily have disow ned m e because I 
w ould not join w hat th ey call th e Con­ 
federate cause. My father says if he should 
ever m eet m e in battle h e w ould shoot ma 
lik e a dog. 
H ow can I help hating a cause 
th at has tak en all th e love of m y lam ily 
from m e?” 
"Yet you do n ot regret your action in 
stick in g to your flag?” I inquired. 
"No, in d eed ,” he answ ered; "I w ould die 
before I w ould desert it, and do not desire 
th e love ot m y fam ily if I can only posies? 
it by turning traitor to m y country." 
“I adm ire your sen tim en ts, sir; don’t let 
th em depart from you .” 
L ieutenant Lea served w ith mo during th* 
tim e I com m anded th e m ortar flotilla, and 
his friends m ay w ell be proud of him for his 
chivalric courage and loyalty to his flag. 
W hen tak in g leave of tho officers of the 
flotilla at th e m outh of th e M ississippi, I 
bade good-by to Lea, w ho w as still ex ecu tive 
officer of the H arriet Lane 
“I shall never see you again,” h e said, 
"for I feol th at I have but a short tim e to 
stay here. 
I am not sorry to fen, for it is 
dreadful to livo w ith th e hatred of those 
whom you love and w ho once loved you. 
I 
hope to die in defence of th e flag, and I 
w ant m y friends to know th at I did m y duty 
faith fu lly to m y country, 
In case of m y 
death, sir, w ill you see th is done for m e?” 
I prom ised th at I w ould do w hat he 
w ished, hut told him it was foolish to in 
d u lse in such m orbid feelings, th at when 
the war w as over his fam ily w ould w e! 
com e him hom e again, and would be proud 
of his record. 
"No, no, sir,” he replied. 
"You do nol 
know m y people. 
I do n ot w ish to live to 
hear m y parents curse m e for doing what 
th ey tau ght m e from ch ild h ood —‘Be true 
to th e govern m ent and th e flag!’ ” 
I never saw him again, for he w as killed 
soon after on th e deck of his vessel, defend­ 
ing tho flag to th e last. G alveston had been 
captured, and Flag-officer Farragut sent 
there a sm all detach m en t of vessels, am ong 
th em th e H arriet Lane, under Com m ander 
Renshaw. 
T he harbor of G alveston is a 
peculiar one, w ith several channels leading 
to it from th e bar. and a num ber of large 
m ud flats w here th e w ater is shallow . Ren- 
sliaw ’s vessels lay in th e various channels, 
not iii supporting distan ce of each other, 
and M agruder, tho C onfederate general, 
determ ined to attem pt their capture. He 
fitted out th ree or four river steam ers, pro­ 
tected by cotton bales, am i filled w ith rifle­ 
men. 
T he Harriet Lane was nearest tbs 
town, and th e sudden attack found her not 
properly prepared for resistance. One ol 
th e C onfederate steam ers jam m ed undei 
her guards and could not get away, not 
could those on board the Harriet Lane bring 
a gun to hear on Hie enem y. 
I n JO m inutes th e num erous m arksm en 
on board th e C onfederate steam er cleared 
th e decks of the Harriet Lane. Caph W ain­ 
w right w as k illed at th e first lire, and 
directly after Lieut. Lea 
was 
m ortally 
wounded. No one being left en deck to 
oppose them , th e C onfederates rushed on 
hoard and took possession of th e steam er. 
T hey w ere led by a stalw art officer w ith a 
drawn sword. Lieut. Lea w as lyin g on deck 
apparently lifeless, his head supported by 
th e cabin steward. 
T he C onfederate offi­ 
cer d em an d ed : "W ho is that officer?” 
"H its is Mr. Lea. our first lieu ten an t.” 
replied tho steward, "and I th in k he is 
dead.” 
, 
, 
, 
, 
T he C onfederate 
leader started back. 
"God in heaven!" ho exclaim ed , "poor boy! 
Is there no hope at a ll? ” Then h e cried in 
agonv, "speak to m e say you forgive u s!” 
The young man opened his eyes at the 
sound of his father’s voice. "I h ave noth­ 
ing to forgive.” lie said; "but you have seen 
th at I did m y duty to th e last, aud died 
figh ting for m y country. T ell th em all at 
hom e I love th em ,” Boon after he expired. 
Now let tho Am erican boy love his flag as 
did young Lea, w ho lost his life for his 
country. In th e war of th e revolution the 
Am erican flag w aved in th e battle and 
breeze over th is broad contin en t against a 
ruthless oppressor u n til freedom was as 
sured to our land. T hen th e sails of oui 
com m erce w hitened th e ocean, and the Stai 
Bpangled Banner floated in every clim e 
Iii 1812 our ships of war carried the flag 
w ith success against th e strongest naval 
power on oarth. and tau ght the "mistress 
of th e seas" th at she w ould have a forraid 
able rival in peace and war. 
In 1848 our 
arm y and navy hoisted th e flag on th egreal 
fortress of San Juan cie Ulloa. and it floated 
proudly over the halls of the M ontezum as. 
We all know how' it was borne during th e 
sanguinary contest in w hich th e country 
was involved from 1801 to 1805. 
Itca m o 
out of th at conflict w ith stars undim m ed, 
and those w iio carried it into battle loved it 
as th ey never did before. 
Now that Hag flouts serenely, its stars brighly shine, 
And the Ivy and bay with its rirh folds entwine; 
For ages to come it will gloriously wave 
"O’er the land of the free and the home of the 
brave."

A correspondent, w ho has given som e at­ 
tention to tin s subject, proposes to m ake an 
iron casting of th e foot, articulated lik e 
those produced by th e m aker of artificial 
lim bs. The custom er’s m ethod of w alking 
is to be ascertained by experim ent, and 
tho 
iron 
castings are 
so adjusted that 
they w ill perfectly perform th e m otions of 
th e toot in w alk in g at th e average length of 
stride. To place th e boots on these lasts and 
then attach th em to a sm all electric m a­ 
chine. w ith th e speed regulated to ordinary 
w alking of about three m iles an hour w ould 
be a very easy m atter. The soles and up­ 
pers. after being in the m achine th e pre­ 
scribed tim e, would conform to th e impress 
of th e iron casting, and when th e custom er 
cam e to put them on he w ould feel as com ­ 
fortable from th e start as if he had stepped 
into a pair of veteran shoes.

ALLO W ER^, or H al­ 
lowe'en. is the nam e 
popularly 
given 
to 
th e eve or vigil of 
All Hallows, a festi­ 
val of 
All Saints, 
which, being Nov. I. 
b r i n g s 
Halloween 
u p o n Oct. 31. 
the 
g r e a t d a y o f A ll 
Saints, was set apart 
by th e church as such 
because 
of th e im ­ 
possibility of doing 
justice 
individually 
to th e m em ories of 
all th e sainted 
of 
th e C hristian faith ; 
hence th e necessity of appointing a day 
upon which all th e m artyrs could be com­ 
m em orated in a body. 
A lthough m uch neglected in 
m odern 
practice, the m ost essential part of the H al­ 
lowe’en ritu al has been th e kindling by 
each household of a bonfire at n ig h tfall; 
and this custom , old as it is, points to the

still m orelancient and widely diffused prac­ 
tice of lighting sacred fires a t certain sea­ 
sons of the year—as am ong the Druids. 
In E ngland, on H allow e’en it was long 
customary to crack nuts, duck for apples iu 
* tub of w ater, and perform other harm less 
fireside revelries. W hile the sam e can be 
laid of Scotland, the H allow e’en cerem onies 
of th a t country partook m ore of a supersti­ 
tious character; taking, am ong the natives, 
the form of charm s to discover who should 
be his or her p artner for life. 
Popularly, how ever, Hallowe'en has been 
made a n ig h t of general frolic iii G reat 
Britain, at w hich th e scout cerem onies of 
the occasion havo played th eir part accord­ 
ing to the whim or superstition of the par­ 
ticipants. Even now traces of th e old-tim e 
custom s abound in the m other country, 
particularly in th e 
rural 
districts, and 
H allow e’en 
parties are not 
uncom m on 
am ong all classes. In degenerate America 
old Hallowe'en practices are seen occa­ 
sionally. although not alw ays in the most 
approved form. Among our new aristocracy, 
for instance, the pretty superstition th at the 
m aid who gathers the first bunch of kale 
after sundow n will be the first m arried be­ 
fore tho n ex t full moon, or, perhaps, w ithin 
the year, has given rise to a m ost reprehen­ 
sible custom am ong sm all boys, and others 
th a t know better, of .stealing cabbages and 
unrom antically ’ firing” them against the 
frontdoors of the neighbors. It was only 
some few years ago th a t a m aiden near 
Boston received a fatal charge of buckshot 
while seeking ber m atrim onial future 
A m o n g a N e ig h b o r 's C a b b a g e s. 
N uts and apples chiefly compose the H al­ 
lowe’en entertain m en t in th e old country, 
however, and from the custom of flinging 
the-form er into the fire or cracking them 
w ith the teeth doubtless has come the vul 
gar nam e, N utcrack night. Goldsm ith, in 
his "V icar of W akefield, describing the 
m anner of some rustics, tells us th at, am ong 
other custom s which they preserved, they 
"religiously cracked nuts on All Hallow 
eve.’ 
I t is a custom in Ireland, when the young 
women would know if th eir lovers tiro 
faithful, to p ut three nuts upon the bars of 
the grate, nam ing the nuts after the lovers. 
lf a n u t cracks or jum ps, th e lover will 
prove u n fa ith fu l; if it begins to blaze or 
burn, the lover has a regard for the person 
m aking the trial. It the nuts nam ed after 
the gill and her lover turn together, they 
will b« m arried. 
Mr. Renault? tells us. in his "T our of Scot­ 
lan d .” th a t the young women thero d eter­ 
m ine tile figure and size of th eir husbands 
by draw ing cabbages blindfold on H al­ 
low e’en, and, like the English, fling nuts 
into the fire. T he last custom is beauti­ 
fully described by Gay: 
Two hazel nuts I threw Into the flame, 
And to each nut I cave a sweetheart'* name: 
Till*, with the loudest bounce, me *oie amazed, 
That, in a flame of brightest color blazed. 
A* mazes the nut so may thy passion grow, 
For ’twas thy nut that did so brightly glow. 
Hallowe’en bas been peculiarly a n ight of 
superstition. Not only was it thought to be 
a night when d ev ilt, w itches and other 
m ischief-m aking beings were abroad, and 
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the good anniversary night of the fairies. 
b u t one on which the forces of the unseen 
w ere especially potent to aid the 
love­ 
lorn to learn their h eart’s tate. Should the 
inquisitive lad or lass go alone to a looking­ 
glass. eat nu apple before it and. some tra­ 
ditions insist, comb the hair during the 
while, the face of ills or lier coniugal com ­ 
panion m ight be seen in Hie glass. 
A r H a llo w e ’en G a th er in g * 
w ere more common w hen this prettylittle be­ 
lief originated than now, it m ay be th a t the 
■iv lover added plausibility to it by putting 


in a soft appearance at just about the right 
mom ent. 
Another custom am ong the Scotch m ight 
easily bo used in experim ent at the H al­ 
low een parties of today. Take three dishes. 
put oleau w ater in one, foul w ater in an­ 
other. and leave the third em pty. Blind­ 
fold a person and lead him to th e hearth 
w here the dishes are ran g ed : he (or sh®) 
dips th e left h and—if. by chance, in the 
clean w ater, th e future husband or wile 
will come to th e bar of m airinionv a m ain ; 
if in the foul, a w idow : if in the em pty dish, 
there will be no m arriage at all. This ac­ 
tion is repeated two tim es, and every tim e 
the arrangem ent of the dishes is altered. 
The first cerem ony of H a llo w e ll am ong 
the Scotch is pulling each a stock or plant 
of kale (a species of cabbage plant), accord­ 
ing to tho poet Burns. The lad and maid 
m ust go out hand in hand, w ith eyes shut, 
and Dull the first they m eet w ith : its being 
big or little, stra ight or crooked, is prophetic 
of the size and shape of the grand object of 
th eir test—th e husband or wife. In any event 
stick to the root, th a t is fortune: and the 
taste of the h eart of tho stem Is indicative 
of 
the natural tem per and disposition. 
Lastly, th e stew s (or runts) are placed som e­ 
where above th e head of the door, and the 
Christian nam es of the people whom chance 
brings into th e house are, according to 
priority of placing the stews, the nam es in 
question 
In Owen’s account of the Bards, pre­ 
served in 8ir R. H oare’s "Itenerary of Arch­ 
bishop Baldwin through W ales.” we read: 
"The autum nal fire is still kindled in North 
Wales, being on the eve of the first day of 
November, and is attended by m any cere­ 
monies ; such as running through the fire 
and smoke, each casting a stone into the 
fire, ana all running off at the conclusion 
to escape from 
T h e H U c k , S h o r t-T a ile d Mow 
then supping upon 
parsnips, 
nuts and 
apples; catching a t an apple suspended by 
a string, w ith the m outh alone, aud the 
sam e by an apple in a tub of w ater; each 
throw ing a n u t into the fire; and those th a t 
burn bright betoken prosperity 
to 
the 
owners through the following year, but 
those th at burn black and crackle denote 
m isfortune. On the following m orning the 
stones are searched for in the fire, and if 
any are missing they betide ill to those who 
threw them in .” 
Another m uch enjoyed sport is th a t of 
"B lack P eter.” T he com pany plays a gam e 
sim ilar to th e w ell-known gam e of "Old 
M aid,” draw ing and m atching the cards 
until some one has the last one who, instead 
of the "Old M aid.” becomes the "Black 
Peter.” Thereupon he or she m ust lean 
over on the table while all around gathers 
the rest of the players arm ed w ith a piece 
of charcoal. Each places his elbow upon 
the edge of th e table and. w ith the char­ 
coal, he is entitled to one stab at the clean 
face of th e unfortunate, who, before m any

The following is extracted from an old 
scrapbook called "The True F ortune Tel­ 
ler,’ 
in a chapter 
neaded 
"To 
know 
w hether a woman will have th e m an she 
w ishes:” Get two lemon peels, wear them 
all day. one in each pocket; a t night rub' 
the four posts of the bedstead w ith them . 
lf she is lo succeed the person will appear 
in lier sleep and present her w ith a couple 
of lem ons; if not. there is no hope. 
The "dum b cake.” a love divination of 
like potency to many described by Burns in 
his 
legendary poem. "H allow e’en.” 
is 
thus described in a quaint old book entitled 
"M other 
bunch’s closet 
new ly 
broke 
open.” 
In order ta m ake the dum b cake to per­ 
fection. it is necessary to observe strictly 
the following instructions: T etany num ber 
of young women take a handful of w heat 
flour ana place it on a sheet of w hite paper. 
Then sprinkle it over w ith as m uch salt as 
can be held between the finger and th u m b : 
then one of the dam sels m ust m ake it into 
a dough without the aid of spring w ater; 
which, being done. each 
of the party 
m ust roll it u p and spread it thin and broad, 
and each person must, at some distance 
from each other, m ake the initials of her 
nam e w ith a large new pin tow ards the end 
of the cake. The cake m ust then be set be- 
fora.the fire, and each person m ust sit down 
in the chair as far distant from the fire as 
the room will adm it, 
N ot S p e a k in g a S in g le W ord 
all the tim e. This m ust be done soon after 
l l at nig h t; and between th a t and 12 
o’clock each person m ust turn the cake 
once, and in a few m inutes after the clock 
strikes 12 th e husband of her who is first to 
be m arried will appear and lay his hand on 
th at part ot the cake which is worked w ith 
her name. 
Silence 
m ust 
be 
strictly 
preserved 
throughout this operation. Some say th a t 
the cake m ust bu m ade of an eggshellful 
of salt, an eggshellful of w heatm eal aud an 
eggshell fill of barley meal. 
Burns describes, also, a charm of sim ilar 
ore. which m ight easily be tested to this 
day, and. perhaps, w ith pleasure bv the 
superstitious. In prose the directions are: 
You go out. one or more (for this is a social 
spell), to a south running stream or rivulet, 
where "three lairds” lands m eet and dip 
your left sh irt sleeve. Go to bed in sight of 
a fire and hang your w et sleeve before 
it to dry; lie awake, and some tim e near 
m idnight an apparition having the exact 
figure of the grand object in question will 
come and tu rn Hie sleeve as if to dry the 
other side of It*. 
As stated before, apples form a chief 
elem ent in tho Hallowe’en festivities. Iii 
the north of England, one of the m ost 
am using customs of the evening was to sus­ 
pend a stick from the ceiling at its m iddle 
point and place on one end an apple and on 
the other a lighted caudle. W ith his hands 
fastened behind him . a person was then 
expected to catch the apple in his teeth, 
while the m erry crowd roared w ith laughter 
to see the candle swing around dangerously 
near his back hair w heneverhe m ade a par­ 
ticularly energetic lunge for the apple and 
missed it. 
A little bag tilled with flour 
answers as a good substitute for the candle, 
and is not so dangerous. 
Som ething like this appears in an ancient 
illum inated missal in Douce's collection, in 
which a person is represented balancing 
him self upon a polo laid across two stools. 
At the end of the pole is a lighted candle, 
from which he is trying to light another in 
his hand, at the risk of tum bling into a tun 
of w ater pluced under him . 
T ile E s d l i h of T o d a y . 
and. indeed, m ost of the celebrants of 
Hallow e’en, play w hat is called “snap- 
apple.” In a tub of w ater are put IO or a 
dozen apples, from which the stem s have 
been rem oved. It then becomes th e m el­ 
ancholy duty of some one or half dozen of 
the party, as th e case m ay be. to try to pick 


game, even if it does lack the elem ents of 
hilarious fun in which the m ethod de­ 
scribed abounds, is to stand over the tub 
and drop forks therein, in tho hope of 
spearing some of toe elusive fruit. 
And these are some of the traditions of 
Hallowe’en. 
B rig h a m .

Of all the m any feasts and festivals cele­ 
brated by the Mexicans, there is none which 
they observe more universally and bail 
w ith greater joy than th a t of Hallow Eve. 
It is the com m encem ent of a period of m er­ 
rim ent and festivity w hich continues for 
threo days and is participated in by all 
classes of the people. 8o eagerly do they 
long for its approach th a t unable to wait 
until evening they com m ence their cele­ 
bration at daybreak. 
Any stranger going abroad alter sunrise 
would Know at once th at it was a holiday. 
Look up or look down the leading streets— 
which way you will—everything is stirring 
Many of these groups are strikingly pic­ 
turesque, and would be a fine study for an 
artist iii figure painting. They include all 
classes of society. Here a knot of high 
spirited blades are chatting over the last 
robbery. They arc arranging operations for 
the night, when they anticipate a rich h ar­ 
vest during the absence of the m any house­ 
holders who will celebrate 
Hallow ere 
away from home, and they are discussing 
the possibility of w inning to their purposes 
some frail Sereno (night policeman), whose 
co-operation may be necessary, or whom it 
may 
be 
desirable to have opportunely 
seized by an unconquerable lethargy at a 
given tim e and place. 
Groups 
of Cehugm oj 
(dudes) saunter 
down tile fiagways to the com m on centre, 
where prosperous and substantial fathers of 
fam ilies assemble in groups to near and 
com m unicate news. 
Tho fair sex, ever 
kind-hearted and prepossessing, grace aud 
A n im a te th e S c e n e w it h T h e ir P r e s ­ 
e n c e . 
lf you will strain your neck a little and 
take in at one view the Calles de Esperitu 
Santo aud Plateros you will seethe graceful 
form s of Mexico's fairest daughters, sup­ 
ported and w atched in the rear by prudent 
m others, who well know the wily ambush 
prepared for their offspring by the crowds 
of young tops am f ancient idlers who lie in 
wait for their passage. The blue robozos of 
the women and the red serapes and w hite 
duck trousers of the m en. who are vending 
their wares in the adjoining flower m arket, 
till in w ith bits of bright color, such a pic­ 
ture as you can never hope to see elsewhere 
Even the auim al creation is well repre­ 
sented in this m otley throng which has 
turned out to keep holiday tim e. 
The 
burros—those invaluable 
little 
donkeys 
which play such an im portant part in Mex 
iran lite—enticed by the sunshine and the 
hope of picking up some salad leaves near 
the fountain, have taken advantage of the 
tem porary absence of their m asters, the ar- 
rieros (hucksters or carriers), who habitually 
leave them in Hie street untied, and have 
strolled down from various directions, pack 
on backs, to nose their way through the 
crowd, which seems perfectly accustom ed 
ta this fam iliarity. 
A donkey is not looked upon as a nuisance 
in a Mexican throng. People stew aside to 
let him pass w ith as m uch politeness as 
they would show to a Christian. 
As the day advances everybody begins to 
think about dining. A good dinner is as 
im portant a feature of tile celebration of 
Hallow Eve in Mexico as it is of T hanks­ 
giving Day in the States. Mexico, true to 
the Spanish custom s introduced by Cortez, 
dines near the m iddle of the day. and when 
the great cathedral clock points io the hour 
of one it is a w arning to all who have a din­ 
ner aw aiting them at home to go and eat it, 
and to those who have none to set their 
wits to work to obtain one. 
The people have no sooner dined than the 
street is lilied with carriages, many of them 
as handsom e and stylish in every respect as 
any to be seen in New York or London, 
except in cases w here some absent-m inded 
coachm an has forgotten his cravat or shows 
too m uch of his linen. The fashionable 
world is en route to the suburbs to attend 
lite num erous bull fights there, a pastim e 
now prohibited w ithin the lim its of the 
federal district in which the capital is 
located, aud to the theatres, every one of 
which gives a m atinee in honor of the ap­ 
proaching Hallow eve. 
But 
the 
principal 
features 
of 
the 
H allow een celebration are to be observed in 
the evening, Then the Plaza m ayor and 
the Plaza de la Constitution are brilliantly 
illum inated. This is in itself a 
W o n d e r fu l T r e a t to tile I n h a b ita n ts . 
Gas is a luxury here. Only a very few of 
the principal stores are lighted by it, oil 
and wax lights being m uch more generally 
used. Tile darkness of the streets is m ade 
visible by oil lanterns hung from wires 
stretched between the opposite buildings. 
The encargado or chief of the street lighting 
bureau adulterate* and dim inishes at his 
sweet will, the quantity of oil allowed for 
these "lanterns dim ly burning” and no 
doubt m akes a very pretty thing of it—for 
himself. 
The most near-sighted person can bear 
witness to th e economy practised in this 
departm ent. 
The 
encarzado 
vigilantly 
watches for the exact hour and m inute of 
the moon’s rising and setting ana governs 
his lam ps and lam pm en accordingly. These 
functionaries are very deliberate iii their 
actions, however, ana m ake our proverbial 
saying. "As quick as a lam plighter.” a piece 
of bitter irony. 
Nothing except seizing 
your valuables and putting you into jail is 
ever done quickly in Mexico, but for the 
celerity with which they perform those 
operations the M exicans have every claim 
to a patent. 
The tertulia or circle of acquaintance 
which is attached to alm ost every house in 
the capital, from the President’s m ansion 
to the hum blest shop, is in its glory on 
H allow ’een. Everybody who comes on th at 
occasion is m ade welcome by the m aster 
and m istress of the house. The room is 
soon filled and the scene becomes anim ated. 
Marriages th at have just taken place, those 
probable and those only talked of supply a 
considerable part of the conversation, for 
here it is not considered at all indelicate 
for young ladies to talk of th at which is 
everyw here their only hope of figuring in 
society and which naturally occupies most 
of their attention. 
Dissim ulation in this 
m atter is l etter taught farther north. 
Two fiddles and a cornet now set a consid­ 
erable num ber of legs to w hirling ahout in a 
waltz and bum ping against the spectators. 
There is one young saltero (bachelor), worth 
fully fifteen thousand pvisos (dollars) a year,

Dishes for a dainty luncheon formed the 
them e upon w hich Mrs. Green spoke in 
her dem onstration lecture on cookery, at 
th e B. Y. W. C. 
A. last week. 
Thero 
was a goodly audience to hear her. for tho 
lectures given by her last 
season won 
golden opinions for ber am ong the ladies 
of 
Boston, 
and 
many

profit again from her wise instructions. On 
tho front seats of the little am phitheatre 
sat the norm al class, the m em bers of which 
ar* learning to "be teachers of cookery. The 
littlo fancy caps and big w hite aprons they 
wore m uds a dainty uniform which bright­ 
ened up the scene witli its picturesqueness. 
'rim n ill o f F are 
for the luncheon included 
Cream of rice soup. 
Crust pates. 
Celery and lettuce salad. 
Folded rolls. 
Banana pie. 
Chocolate. 
First, abeut th e rolls. For 2.'> sm all rolls, 
take one bint boiled m ilk poured over one- 
quarter cup butter, two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, half a teaspoonful of salt. 
Let all 
stand till lukew arm . 
Add one-half cake 
yeast dissolved in w ater enough to cover. 
and 
five 
cups 
of 
llaxall 
flour 
or 
enough to m ake a stiff dough, stiff enough 
to 
knead. 
Smooth 
the 
dough 
and 
cover with a th in coating of m elted butter 
to prevent til® form ation of a crust 
Let 
t he dough, m ade at I) n. rn . stand all night 
to rise. Cut down in the m orning and let it 
rise again. 
Knead not more than five 
m inutes, 
roll 
out 
into 
a sheet half 
an inch thick. Cut out sm all rounds witli 
a sharp cutter and mill out into an oblong 
shape. Rub w ith molted butter with the 
tips of your fingers, fold over evenly, rub a 
bit of butter on ton. let the rolls rise again 
till they have doubled their bulk, and bake 
for lo or lo m inutes In a quick oven. 
C ream o f H ic o N oun. 
The foundation of this soup w»i a quart, 
of chicken stock 
liquor, m which tho 
chicken for Hie pates had been boiled. 
Cook in this one cup of cold boiled rice or 
one third cup of raw rice, till all can ho 
rubbed through a tine sieve. Add to the 
above 
in cooking 
a 
slice 
of 
onion 
if tho flour is liked. 
Add celery salt ami 
w hite pepper to season, 
Add on® pint of 
hot m ilk or thin cream . Add it slowly so 
th a t it will not lum p. Serve not. 
C ru st H ates. 
C ut rounds front two-ineh slices of stale 
home-made bread. 
Bakers’ bread will not 
do. W ith a sharp-pointed knife cut around 
inside, 
half an 
inch 
from the 
edge. 
Fry to a golden brown in fat so hot 
th a t it browns broad w hile one counts 40; 
or butter lightly all over and brown in the 
oven. Dig out the soft inside, and a patty 
shell is left. Us® a sharp-pointed knife, a 
little "shoe knife” is best. 
Make a cream sauce of two tablespoons of 
flour, two of butter, a saltspoonfui of celery 
salt, a saltspoonfui of w hite pepper and a 
sm all teaspoonful of salt. Cook above to 
pettier, and add gradually m e pint milk or 
cream . To one cup of tins sauce addonecup 
of chicken cut into dice, ( se pastry flour for 
thickening sauces; if H axall flour is used 
take scant m easure, because it expands too 
m uch. In stirring anything liko this sauce. 
do not use the tip of the spoon only, but let 
as m uch of the bowl of the spoon as possible 
rest on the bottom of the dish to remove 
lumps. 
Fill the patty cases w ith the cream ed 
chicken, and pour the rem ainder of the 
cream sauce round them on the platter. 
One cup of chicken m eat will fill four 
patty eases, though tho am ount of cream 
sauce is sufficient for eight patties. 
C elery a n d L ettu c e S a la d . 
Make a salad dressing according to Mrs. 
Lincoln’s rulo: Buy your olive oil at the 
apothecary’s. 
M ake cups of thelettuco and garnish w ith 
tips of celery and clusters of Barberries, if 
you have them . Fill the c u d s w ith celery, 
cut up into sm all pieces and m arinated (i. e.

Y'ou will 
hardly find a place on this big round earth 
w here the people do not now smoke, and 
the o rient has become the hom e of tobacco. 
The alm ond-eyed Japanese swallow more 
sm oke than they do rice; the pig tailed 
Chinam an glories in his cheap pigtail plug, 
and some of the biggest and best cigars in 
the world are m ade by the women of Bur- 
m ab. 
The Queen of 
benighted Korea 
sm okes Am erican cigarettes by th e thou­ 
sand. and the harem of the Sultan is filled 
w ith fair ladies who delight in th e hookah. 
In Japan, m en. women and children are 
fond of sm oking, and one of th" m ost neces­ 
sary articles of household furniture is th e 
little tobacco hibachi, or box. about eight 
inches square, which, containing a bowl of 
charcoal and a round bamboo tube, 
is

placed before the visitor w ith a cup of 
delicious tea at the beginning of his call. 
(Seated on his bare feet, cross legged on the 
floor, he picks up a coal w ith a pair of iron 
chopsticks and drops it into his little pipe, 
and sm okes during his sins w hile he chats. 
If he would expectorate he raises the bam ­ 
boo tube to hts m outh and drops the saliva 
in it and then places it back in the hibachi. 
His pipe has a m etal bowl, less than the size 
of a thim ble, and its bamboo stem 
is 
about a 
foot 
long. 
Ho 
carries 
his 
tobacco 
in 
a 
pouch 
at 
his 
waist, 
and you note th a t it is cut fin*, like th e to­ 
bacco of Egypt. He rolls a pinch of it up 
into a ball before be puts it into his pipe, 
and tho pipe is so sm all th at two whiffs will 
exhaust its contents. 
He swallows the 
sm oke and expels it through his nostrils, 
and then cleans out the pipe by knocking it 
against the brass bowl of the hibachi. He 
takes from ten to fifty such sm okes every 
dav. and as he goes from place to place he 
carries his pipe stuck in a t the bolt of his 
gown. 
Softie of the m ost beautiful art 
works of .Japan are pipeholders. and balls 
of ivory m ade in tho shape of figures, which 
hang a t one end of tho draw string of the 
tobacco pouch. These last ar# 
K n o w n a* 8 « U u k M , 
and they hang over the top of the belt, thus 
fastening tho pouch of tobacco to it. 
Since the revolution cigarette sm oking 
has become very common in Japan, and I 
bad the pleasure of sm oking cigarettes 
w ith tim Suprem o Court and the various 
officers of the governm ent. T ea and to­ 
bacco was offered me at the entrance of 
every departm ent, and I did not m ake a 
single call in the whole ceuntry where I did 
not find tobacco on the floor. 
The Koreans are tho laziest sm okers I 
have ever seen, and they have the right to 
call tobacco by o h o of Its .Japanese names, 
w hich is “the foot’s herb, or the poverty 
w eed.” 
Outside of the most squalid of 
Korean m ud huts. you seldom fail to find a 
lag hatted m an dressed in a long dazzling 
gown of delicate blue *r red, sm oking a 
pipe as long as a walking cane. 
In the vil­ 
lages you will set) groups of such men. o ro t 
boys like them , squatted on th eir heels in a 
ring, each with a pipe showing out under 
his big hat. 
The bowls of these pipes are 
ahout a* big as a sm all chestnut aud thev 
rest on tho ground. whUe tho other end of 
tho pipe is between a pair of Korean lips. 
or. in case its owner is talking, is resting 
lazily against his lower teeth. T he higher 
the rank of th e Korean the longer his pipe­ 
stem. A Yangban. or noble, considers a 
long pipe a badge of aristocracy, as it re­ 
quires a slave at hand to light it for him. 
The Korean smokes those long pipes as lie 
walks along the street, and every man ana 
boc carries his tobacco pouch tied to his 
waist. His other personal belongings he 
carries in a big sleeve in his gown, but 
his tobacco 
pouch is a 
work of 
art. 
It 
is 
of 
leather 
or 
cloth, 
beauti-

belly, babies wear these pouches, but I 
understand the children do not sm oke be­ 
fore they can walk. Both the Em peror 
and his son are cigarette sm okers, and the 
women of Korea sm oke the pipes of the 
country. T heir onlv sm oking is done in the 
com pany of their husbands and of their 
few lady friends. They are never seen on 
the streets, and such tobacco as they have 
is bought bv their husbands T here are few 
pipe stores in Korea, but yon find tobacco 
and pipe stores in every Japanese village. 
arid some ot the pipes of Japan are costly, 
and ar# works of high art. T he Korean 
m erchant removes neither his h a t nor his 
pipe when he waits upon von; and, during 
such shopping as I did in the K orean capital 
W as N ot G iv en a S in g le I n v ita tio n to 
Sm ulce, 
T he baby sm okers of the world are found 
in,Siam and Burm ah. I saw little tots of 
4. as naked as on the day they wore born, 
trotting about Bangkok w ith cigarettes in 
their m ouths, and the badies of Rangoon 
and M andalay are tau g h t to chew the betel 
nut, m ixed w ith tobacco, as soon as they 
are weaned. T he Siamese children, like 
th eir fathers, use their ears as cigarette and 
cigar-holders, aud the lack of clothing or 
pockets on the part of the little ones neces­ 
sitates their carrying these articles over 


♦heir ear*, as the A m erican clerk carri** 
his twncil or pen. f saw one noble Siam*#* 
boy with a shaved head and a string a bent 
his waist, who had a cigarette over each ear 
and another in his m outh. A fter a few 
m om ents he threw away th e cigarette in 
ids m onth and began to chew betel, squirt­ 
ing out the blood-red saliva until he m ade 
a puddle in the road beside him . 
His 
father, who was w ith him , was also sm ok­ 
ing, 
A n il HI* M o th er H a d a C ig a r e tte 
between her lip*. W hen th e party wen* 
away the m other took no th e naked sm ok­ 
ing boy, and balancing him on her hip, 
w alked off, both sm oking a* they w ent. 
The thousand odd women who m ake no th e 
harem of th e (Siamese King all sm oke an d 


b u r m e s e l a d y. 


chew, and it takes a good part of his 
m ajesty’s SlO.Coo.ooO a year to pay his 
tobacco bill. Each lady has to have her 
botel spittoon, which is of decorated china, 
tho size of a coffee c u p. and, if she is a 
farorite, she has also a stiver box in which 
to carry her tobacco and betel nut. 
The women of Burm ah, like th e smoker* 
of Siam, use their ears as cigar holders, b u t 
they use them in a different way. E very 
Burm ese girl prides herself on the size of 
the hole she can m ake in the lobes of her 
oars, and I have seen Burm ese ears w hich 
had holes in them as big around as a nan­ 
kin ring. These holes are m ade when th e 
girls are young, and the lobe both stretches 
Anil grows u ntil it gets as big around as th e 
thum b of abig-bonod man. Into these hole® 
some of the poorer women of Burm ah p u t 
their cigarettes or cigars w hen they m ove 
from one place to another. Cigars are 
m ore 
used 
than 
anything 
else. and 
the Burm ese 
cigar 
is 
th e biggest of 
its kind in general use. It is from 8 to 
IO inches long, and it is often more than an 
inch iii diam eter. 
The Burm ese women 
are very beautiful, and even these big 
cigars cannot take away th e beauty of th eir 
juicy, red lips. 
They m ake the m outh 
look a little large w hile they are In them , 
but it resum es its natural size when th e 
young lady, holding th e cigar between h er 
two first fingers, blows the sm oke out in a 
stream . 
It is not unusual for a Burm ese 
m aiden to m ake her lover a bundle of curara 
as a present <1 irin g courtship, and som e 
of the best of the Burm ese exported cigar# 
are m ade by women. They have their cigar 
booths in the bazaars, and they know how 
to sell at a profit. T he Burm ese alway* 
sm oke after meals, and they chew the betel 
n u t at the sam e tim e th a t they sm oke, 
though m any of them only chew in th e 
intervals between the smokes. The Bud­ 
dhist priests of Siam and Burm ah are in v et­ 
erate smokers, and a com m on sight is a 
crowd of hare headed, shaven-pateu m en in 
yellow gowns, trotting along w ith cigar* or 
cigarette* in their m ouths, and with bowl* 
in their hand*, going around to collect th e 
offerings of rice which th e people give th em 
for th eir sustenance 
It is different in India. 
Love-m aking 
there is a m atter of bargain and sale. aud 
such sm oking as is done during the m aking 
of m atches is between the m atch-m akers 
and the fathers who w ish to sell or bind 
their girls to infant m arriages. The w om en 
of India smoke, but they do not do it d u rin g 
courtship, and they practically have no 
courtship. In some parts of to e country to­ 
bacco. like opium , is used to a certain ex­ 
ten t to lessen the pangs of hunger and to 
decrease the appetite. It is raised in every 
province in India, and very nearly th ree­ 
quarters of a million dollars’ worth are ex ­ 
ported yearly 
The Indian pipes are of 
all 
kinds 
and 
descriptions. 
A 
very 
common 
one 
stands 
about 
as 
high 
as 
a 
base 
ball 
club. 
A t 
its 
bot­ 
tom is a bowl as big around as a cocoa­ 
nut. and often in fart m ade of a cocoanut. 
T his contains water. 
It has a hole inside of 
it, and at its top there is a pine about an 
iuch or an incii and half m diam eter, w hich 
runs up for two feet, and at the top of w hich 
there is a bowl in which the tobacco is 
placed. The sm oker sucks a hole a t the 
side of the cocoanut, and he som etim es has 
a flexible tube w ith a m outh-piec*. th e end 
of which is inserted in this hole, and th* 
pipe then stands upon th e ground. The 
hookah, or water-pipe, is in use to some ex ­ 
ten t am ong tho M ahom etans of India, 
and cigars and 
cigarettes are com m on. 
They are very cheap, and are not very good. 
Some of the be*t tobacco in the world is 
found along the M editerranean sea. and a 
great part of the reveuna of the S ultan and 
Khedive comes from tobacco. T he weed is

a monopoly in both T urkey and Egypt, an d 
the Khedive, in order to collect a big im port 
dutv on tobacco, has prohibited its raising 
in the country by a tax of nearly $160 an 
acre. The result is th at 
A m e r ic a n T o b a c c o la N o w I m p o rte d 
into Egypt. It comes in the shape of tobacco 
for cigarettes, and is sent first to F rance or 
England, and thence shipped to Egypt, 
The T urkish tobaccos are very light an d 
sweet, aud they are popular all over Europe. 
T urkish cigarettes and Egyptian cigarettes 
are known everyw here, and there is scarce­ 
ly a 
m an, woman or child 
in Egypt 
who does not 
smoke. 
You see T u rk ­ 
ish m erchants in the bazaars, w ith long 
hookahs before them , puffing away while 
they m editate upon Allah or drone over th* 
pages of the Koran. 
You see sm art young 
Egyptians is the high-cut broadcloth coat* 
of official rank puffing cigarettes, and I am 
told th at the dear little ladies of th e h arem 
sm oke theirscores of cigarettes ev ery d ay . 
Prom inent am ong all the rulers of th e 
East, the K hedive of Egypt has set a good 
exam ple to his people by neither sm oking 
nor drinking. He offered m e a cigarette 
during th* interview I had w ith him . an d 
he told me he did net sm oke because he be­ 
lieved it was not goad for him . He abstains 
from liquor on th e grouud of personal 
health and of the prohibition against d rin k ­ 
ing contained in the Koran, and he is th e 
great prohibitionist of th e East, 
You can buy good cigarettes in Egypt for 
70 cents per 1000. and. notw ithstanding 
the heavy taxation, th e cigarettes of Con­ 
stantinople are not overly dear.

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TENSIONS AND PARTISANS. 


On general grounds of equity every m an 
who practically devotes his life to the ser­ 
vice 
of 
the 
S tale 
deserves to be 
Floured 
against 
w ant 
in

ing: years. It is not m erely because it is 
the State, but because it is just. T here are 
private corporations in every State th a t act 
upon the same principle, and the State gov- 
em inent is essentially a vast corporation of 
the people. 
In G erm any and other European states 
not only are all branches of the arm y pen­ 
sioned. but so are school teachers, police­ 
men. officers of the courts, and m any other 
classes who devote their lives to th e public 
service. 
B is m a r c k 's la test project is to 
have the State pension all workingm en, on 
the sam e principle th at this country fur­ 
nishes fro* hospital service to sailors, pro­ 
vided they have paid their port does regu­ 
larly. 
President E l io t in his recent speech ex­ 
pressed him self very frankly as in favor of 
this am plilied application of a principle 
th a t is obviously founded in justice. But 
every m an. if he is a patriot, is interested 
in seeing th a t only the deserving become 
beneficiaries of th e national bounty. 
It 
ought to be possible, and we think it is, to 
treat this subject fairly w ithout incurring 
the displeasure of the G rand Army of the 
Republic. The m an who has become dis­ 
abled through actual service for his country 
ought to be the one chiefly interested in all 
efforts to expose and weed out the fraudu­ 
lent recipients of aud applicants for pen­ 
sions.

T r u m b u l l , on "Pensions for A ll,” in which 
the facts of the case are stated w ith great 
candor, and evidently after careful investi­ 
gation. It appears th a t from 1801 to 1888 
1,166,920 pension claim s were presented. 
of which 737,200 were granted. This is 
nearly five tim es as large a num ber as 
appears on the pension 
roll 
of G reat 
Britain. 
W hen th e M exican war pension bill was 
before 
Congress, 
three 
years ago, the 
friends of the m easure offered piles of fig­ 
ures and docum ents to prove th a t the sol­ 
diers of the M exican w ar were nearly all 
dead, and th at only an insignificant rem ­ 
n an t w ould share the pensions. B ut no 
sooner was th e bill passed in 1887 than 
Mexican soldiers and their widows seemed 
to spring out of the ground as if by magic, 
and by March, 1889. 21,296 M exican vet­ 
erans and 7742 widows were claim ing pen- 
sions, and on grounds, too, th a t involved 
the admission, in most cases, th a t no active 
service baa ever been rendered. 
We cannot give the space to review in 
detail Gen. T r u m b u l l ’s allegations as to 
the stim ulus given to "disease,” through 
sweeping pension legislation, as shown in 
his figures. 
T h e G l o b e is second to none 
in its desire to see a1) w orthy veterans and 
their widows am ply provided for on the 
pension lists. But when thousands of men 
who were actually disabled in the w ar are 
refusing to ask for pensions on grounds of 
patriotism , it is th eir right and th e right of 
taxpayers generally at least to discuss the 
m anagem ent of the pension bureau frankly 
and w ithout reserve as Am erican citizens. 
To charge "disloyalty to the soldier” upon 
any and every one who dares to discuss or 
express an opinion upon a subject involving 
the taxation of the people is am ong the 
m eanest-tricksof dishonorable partisanship. 
President E l io t’s standing as a citizen, 
however, is in itself a sufficient answer to 
all the canting and carping of Republican 
orators who are attem pting to m ake dishon­ 
est capital out of this subject rn the current 
campaign. 


A CASE SIMPLY STATED. 


W hen the Pan-A raencans com e into court 
at th e coming international congress in 
W ashington th eir case will be very simple. 
We will suppose th a t a New England 
farm er has a fine deposit of clav on his 
farm , suitable 
for 
m aking 
bricks and 
pottery. 
His neighbors, having no such raw m ate­ 
rial are engaged in m aking bricks, pottery, 
etc., out of this raw m aterial. 
Of which neighbor will the producer of 
raw m aterial buy bis bricks, pottery, tiling 
and drain-pipes. th e one who discrim inates 
against his raw m aterial aud shuts it out 
by a tax, or th e one who adm its it free? 
Now this is th e situation of th e South 
Am erican states in a nutshell. They are 
chiefly producers of raw m aterial. E ngland 
adm its it free and m akes a custom s treaty 
w ith them , w hile we levy a heavy tax upon 
i t They therefore buy their m anufactured 
products of E ngland and reject ours to the 
extent th a t we discrim inate against them . 
Mr. B l a in e is very m agnetic, as we all 
know, but not even the 40 days’ ride, w ith 
50 supernum eraries to m ake them happy, 
will m ake the Pan-Am ericans forget w hat J 
they are here for. To suppose th a t agy 
reciprocal custom s treaty is possible with 
them lf the existing discrim inating policy 
is to be kept in force is absurd. 


PUBLIC HEALTH AND WEALTH. 


A very suggestive paper was read by 
President J o h n so n last Tuesday before the 
Am erican Public H ealth Association 
at 
Brooklyn. 
T h at em inent physician de­ 
clared th a t as typhoid fever is a greater 
calam ity than Texas fever, and Asiatic 
cholera is m ore to be dreaded than hog 
cholera, so do we need a departm ent of pub 
lie health m ore than a departm ent of agri­ 
culture, a bureau of vital statistics more 
than a bureau of anim al industry. 
The average death rate of 20 principal 
American cities is now 20 per 1000, and 
President J o h n so n believes it to be mor­ 
ally certain th a t this rate m ight be reduced 
to IG per lOOO, under sanitary conditions 
th at are easily obtainable. The death rate 
for London for the year 1888 was 18.5 per 
lOOO. This can be still further reduced. 
T hat of New York and Brooklyn for the 
same year, taken together, is 25.5 per lOOO. 
New Yo"k, 25.9; Brooklyn, 23.7. The death 
rate of these two cities, it reduced to that ol 
London, would secure a saving of 7 per 
lOOO, or annually 15,986 lives. 
President J o h n s o n pointed out to his 
bearers th at not only could this immense 
saving of hum an life be effected, but th at a 
vast sum of sickness could be a t the same 
Ame prevented.

ness, preventable sickness, annually. The 


vain* of these years of sickness cannot 
lie reached w ith accuracy, but the wages 
lost on 
account of 
sickness, tho cost 
of care and 
m aintenance 
during sick­ 
ness and convalescence, and the monoy 
value of the lives destroyed, considering 
them only as m achines, will, in New York 
and Brooklyn, reach annually into the m il­ 
lions. President J o h n s o n suggested to the 
business m en of these cities th at this loss is 
enough every year to buy a great railroad 
or to build and subsidize a fleet of ocean­ 
going steel steam ships. 
The late I ord B k a c o n s f ie l d WBS laughed 
at in bis day for saying th a t "E ngland 
needed less politics and more sew erage." 
but if Dr. J o h n s o n is correct there was 
som ething more than food for laughter in 
th a t rem ark. The w ealth of nations and 
the health of nations may yet com e to be 
recognized as closely related concerns.

I have recently learned a fact th a t may, 
lf generally known, lead to the tem pering 
of copper. A m an at work on the telegraph 
wires here had hold of a copper wire 
w ith nippers on one lino trying to m ake 
a short circuit w hen the handle of his 
nippers touched the otner copper wire, 
and instantly a piece of his nippers was 
m elted off and a piece of copper had 
form ed on the point of 
the 
nippers, 
and on trying to file off this copper he 
found it was tem pered to such a hardness 
th at the tile would not cut it. My brother. 
S. O. Griffin, tried to file it to m ake sure 
th at it was really tem pered. The ancients 
knew how to tem per copper, but no m odern 
genius has been able to tem per it. 
As 
copper is a finer m etal than iron, if it 
could only be tem pered it would m akoedgo 
tools vastly superior to anything we now 
have, hence the im portance of the discovery 
if once made practical.

A m an 
of my aeouaintanco, who evidently knew 
w hat farm ing was and how to do it success­ 
fully, sold out his business last spring, 
traded for a farm , telling m e at the tim e 
w hat he could do by way of farm ing. I 
thought his ideas were rather extravagant, 
bu t knew th at tim e would tell. Meeting 
him for the first tim e a few days since, I 
naturally inquired if his hopes had been 
realized, w hen 
he m ads th e following 
statem ent: 
"I raised 500 bushels of barloy and sold it 
at $1.36 per IOO; 700 bushels of oats, worth 
75 cents per IOO; 40 acres of wheat, for 
which I have a standing offer of lOOO bushels 
and $25, and the threshers thresh it at their 
own expense, worth TO cents per bushel: 
then I have 40 acres of potatoes, w hich will 
yield IOO bushels ner acre, w hich, at $1 per 
IOO, will bring $60 per acre, or $2400 for 
the 40.”

W in e an d P re se rv e d C orn. 
To the Editor of The Globe: 
Here are the recipes for grape wine and preserved 
corn inquired for a while ago; 
Twenty pounds of 
ripe freshly-gathered domestic grapes; put them In a 
stone Jar, and pour six quarts of bolling soft water 
over them; when cool enough to handle, squeeze 
well; then let it stand three days on the pomace, 
with a cloth thrown over the jar; at the end of that 
tim e squeeze out the juice; add IO pounds of nice 
crushed sugar; lit it stand a week longer in the jar; 
then take off the scum, strain and bottle, leaving a 
vent till done ferm enting; then strain again; bottle 
tight; lay the bottles on their sides in a cool place. 
To preserve green corn, boll; then cut off from the 
cob and pack In a stone pot, first putting an inch of 
salt in the bottom of the pot. Then put in two 
inches of corn, then again an inch of salt, then two 
of corn, and continue till the pot is full. Mind and 
have a good Inch of salt at the top. When wanted 
for use scrap* off the salt, tak* out w hat corn you 
need, wash out the salt as well as you can, then put 
over to boil; change the water two or three times 
while Soiling. Corn so kept Is alm ost as good as 
when fresh picked.

Hon Harrison carried New Y cik with a popular vote 
plurality of only 13,074, while Cleveland's plurality 
lu Texas was 146,461 -m o re than 100,000 votes In 
favor of the latter candidate, but of no assistance to 
him so far as the vote of the electee a1 college was 
concerned.

In my judgm ent for the com m on people,

Education attends as through life. 
No 
m an, aud ia the term m an I include speak­ 
ing of it generically women as well, no 
m an is very com pletely educated. 
E ducation as I understand it is an accu­ 
m ulation of 
inform ation concerning the 
past and present. It is not book know l­ 
edge alone, It comes to us by experience 
and by observation, by reading, by study, 
in work and in play. The good m an is 
educated along one line, the bad along 
another, but all store, day by day, infor­ 
m ation useful or useless as the fact may be. 
The press I claim to be tho great educator, 
th e chief factor in this problem, because

The press of a hundred years ago, 
however, like tho press of 35 or 4 0 ' ears 
ago, was provided witli som ething winch 
tho press of today has n o t 
It is obviously necessary m discussing 
this m atter th a t I m ake it applicable to our 
own great Com m onwealth, 
th e 
U nited 
States of America, particularly so when 
recognizing th e fact th at this country is 
divided into two great parties, th e Repub­ 
lican and the Democratic, and I announce 
boldly and 
w ithout 
equivocation 
th a t 
although the Republican party is supposed 
to have as its shibboleth, as its m otto upon 
its banner, "protection.” and tho Dem o­ 
cratic party has upon its 
gonfalon the 
legend "free trade,” the Republican party 
itself is divided on the question of tariff re­ 
form, as the wiser m en in the D em ocratic 
party recognize the folly of forcing an issue 
in the present tem per of the public m ind 
upon the question of free trade. 
Now will you kindly condescend to tell 
m e w hat principle is involved in th e fight 
th at comes every four years, costing m il­ 
lions of money and volum es of oratory and 
vast outlay of shouting enthusiasm , as be­ 
tw een the two great contending parties? 
W hat is the principle involved? 
T here is none, and we are gradually g et­ 
ting to th at point w here personalities de­ 
term ine our choice, where State pride, city 
pride, social acquaintance have quite as 
m uch to say as to the votes we shall cast as 
any partv adherents.

Now, 
w hile the press of the olden tim e had in­ 
finitely the advantage over the press of to­ 
day in th at it had a principle to fight for or 
against, so th e press of today has infinitely 
the advantage of 
T h o Pre** o f th e O ld e n T im e , 
because it has kept step in the grand on- 
m arching of science and of art. The paper 
m ills of the E ast throw out today runs upon 
tons of superior m aterial. Mechanisms in­ 
genious, deft, expensive, doing everything 
but talk, are at the hand and b eck of 
capital. The electric fluid enables us to 
know w ithin an hour the transactions of 
the bourses of the world. The newspaper 
th a t hasn’t in its office the pneum atic tu be, 
the telephone, th e phonograph, tho grapho- 
phone, the telegraph click, is behind the 
ago not only. but so far a laggard in the 
grand processional ongoing of journalism as 
to be laughed at and to be a fizzle. 
In m ere physical aspects the press of to­ 
day is so far ahead of th e press of 30 years 
ago as to render com parison odious. 
Look at the structures in which they are 
housed, tow ering to the very skies, broad, 
substantial. 
Down, 
down, down. story 
after story, beneath the level of the busy 
street roar w ith tum ultuous rum blings the 
m ighty m onsters whose m eals are tons of 
paper, whose incom e costs hundreds of 
hundreds of dollars for blank paper, whose 
outgo, 
neatly 
printed, 
squarely 
laid, 
properly 
folded, ingeniously 
fashioned, 
stitched or pasted, are i-ent forth not by the 
petty thousands of other days, but literally 
jn myriads, scores upon scores of thousands, 
reaching at tim es into the quarter of a mil­ 
lion per day. 
No longer th e long-haired, soiled-hnened. 
tobacco-stained, 
im pecunious, 
dirty-fin­ 
gered petitioner represents tho dignity of 
the press as ho goes from place to place in 
search of inform ation for the education of 
the people.

The newspaper comes to your hom e every 
m orning and every evening.

Do you 
w ant to know th a t it is rum ored th a t per­ 
haps. in case certain expected m atters turn 
out. as the reporter hears, just as like as not 
som ething w ill happen, along this direc­ 
tion, or if it doesn’t, in th at? No you don’t, 
and you don’t w ant to hear dirt, and

and you don’t w ant a thousand and one 
m atters discussed at the table w here you 
sit with your parents or w ith your children. 
Im agine your father’s friend com ing to 
your breakfast-room , m orning after m orn­ 
ing, always w ith a leer of satisfaction. Ile 
has heard som ething dirty, and he w ants to 
tell it. How m any tim es does he tell it? 
Or being in such field of work as enables 
him to know th a t robberies have been done 
here and m urders have been accom plished 
there, he regales the fam ily w ith tales of 
blood. 
Being of a suspicious nature, w ith a long, 
thin nose, he scents corruption in the air. 
He knows th a t tills official is derelict in 
duty, th at th a t clergym an is over fond of 
Widow Brown, th at a cashier down town 
bas defaulted, th at there are grave reasons 
for believing th a t tile grocer at the corner 
sells by false m easures, in other words, you 
get the point of course, lie has alw ays some­ 
thing uncanny to unload. 
Do you w ant him ? 
How quick the children would say when 
they hear th e bell ring. "Oh, I hope th at 
isn’t Mr. Tell T ale." On the other hand 
your visitor comes in bright and beam ing, 
with a happy face and a new book, or some 
story of an excursion, or a report of a new 
invention, of w ith a desire to tell you of a 
lecture he heard the night before, or a con­ 
versation he had w ith some m an of distinc­ 
tion and enterprise concerning somo great 
undertaking in w hich he was interested. 
The first m an disgusts you, but he educates 
you in the fact th at he gives you inform a­ 
tion. The second m an enlivens, uplifts you 
and ho educates you too, because he also 
gives you inform ation, 
I wonder if it ever occurred to you to study 
the make-up of a great m etropolitan jour­ 
nal. 
Our newspapers here, like individuals, 
have their peculiarities. 
Each is as distinct from its fellows as you 
a re from your fellows. T here are common 
features, to be sure, but so there are in the 
hum an race. 
You all have eyes, noses, 
mouths and ears, but no one would ever 
take Col. Taylor on the one hand for little 
Brother Holmes on th e other, yet they both 
have good heads, w ith plenty in them ,keen 
and kindly eye*, quick noses for news, am ­ 
plitudinous ears for the apneal* of charity 
or distress, or the w elfare of th e common 
people. 
G ot. Ames has the sam e title as Gov. 
Hill. the sam e facial developm ents, the 
same internal com position.possibly the same 
ambitions, but Ames looks no m ore like 
Hill and Hill looks no more like Ames than 
a telegraph pole looks like a bale of hay, 
and so with newspapers. 
As it is is New York so in Boston and 
Chicago, and all th e great centres w here 
newspapers are an enjoyable and profitable 
outcome, the result of a telicitious combi­ 
nation of capital and of in telligent industry, 
there are certain great features, fam ily 
features, but they are as d istinct absolutely 
in their appearance, and as readily recog­ 
nized by their readers, w ithout looking at 
their headlines, as m en are recognized on 
the streets by th eir backs, their walk, their 
manner, alm ost as readily as by the peculi­ 
arities of th eir faces. 
But to return to this question of make-up. 
W hat goes to m ake up this daily gossip, 
so welcome 
in 
our homes, 
so 
highly 
esteemed by the intelligent, so eagerly 
sought by every class of the com m unity, 
who probably never stop to th in k of it as au 
educator, or as a com panion, but who never­ 
theless are under its influence 
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in every year from sta rt to finish, from be­ 
ginning to end? 
You will notice in some of our papers, for 
instance, from one to four colum ns tele­ 
graphic ship news. It is generally printed 
in very sm all type, undisplayed, yet every 
two lines is of extrem est significance to 
somebody. In the first place there are the 
owners of the ship, w ith all their connec­ 
tions. T here are the insurance com panies, 
whose risks are on the ship and its cargo. * 
T here 
aro 
the 
owners 
of 
the 
cargo, there are the consignees to whom 
tile cargo is sent, there are the wife and 
children of the captain, and the wives and 
children of the petty officers and the .sailors 
aud a thousand and one people who are 
interested to know the fate, the happenings, 
the conditions of the passengers, aud when 
you rem em ber th at some of our great ocean 
steam ers carry with them not only the 
$2,000,000 expended on the vessels them ­ 
selves. but all the way from 500 to lOOO 
hum an beings, w hat does news of th at 
ship’s safety m ean? 
T ake the case of a captain’s family. 
T ake the case of an invalid’s fam ily sent 
about the world. 
By the expenditure of 
from one to three cents a day his triends can 
literally trace him from New York to Y’al- 
paraiso, to Rio Janeiro, 
to 
Panam a, to 
Acapulco, to San Francisco, to Honolulu, 
to Shanghai, to Marseilles, to Southam pton, 
and if you don’t get one solitary word 
from your invalid friend 
or your cap­ 
tain ’s 
fam ily, 
or 
your 
officer 
lover, 
you 
know 
perfectly 
well 
when 
you 
see in 
your paper the 
arrival of the 
steam er, or the ship, at any one of these 
points, exactly and precisely how the ship’s 
officers and its passengers are, because, if 
on the voyago or in any one of these places 
any 
m an 
connected 
w ith the concern, 
either as employe or as passenger, dies, th a t 
fact is announced along w ith the rest, and 
yet how sm all a part of the new spaper th at 
seem s to you who h a te no friends upon the 
sea, who are not interested in this, th at or 
th e other ship, or inutile m erchandise con­ 
signed to people abroad. 
You are a financier. Y'ou deal in money 
values which rise and fall and are depend­ 
en t 
not 
upon 
your will, your brains, 
bu t upon happenings abroad—those happen­ 
ings, th e incidents only of g reat m ovem ents 
on the p art of significant personages, kings 
and em perors, kings of m oney, em perors of 
the m arkets. Y’ou are a dealer in oils. 
either as a speculator or a straightforw ard 
seller. 
A new field, prom ising trem endous 
outcom e, is found in Russia. 
Y’ou know it, but from w hat? 
You know it from your correspondent? 
No, from your two-ceut paper, and govern 
yourselves accordingly. T he sam e is tru e 
in every line of cereals, of dry goods, of 
m etals. A firm fails in the W est; a great 
concern in New York to whom the firm 
owes $50,000 to $100,000 hears of it first 
from a m orning paper. Instantly an agent 
is despatched, th a t being on the snot he 
m ay secure his firm ’s share in the assets of 
the bankrupt, but although this line of in­ 
form ation is interesting and valuable as an 
educator, yet there are other lines. 
Y’ou are interested in books. 
You w ant to 
know w hat is new, w hat is fresh, and m any 
of them are very fresh. Suppose in a body 
tile readers of the

G lobe, 


two or three hundred thousand of you,rush 
in a body to the publishing houses of L ittle, 
Brown <& Co. or Lee & Shepard, and ask 
w hat there is new and readable.

P roposition 
to 
Build 
a 
Steel 
Bridge 
Across the Channel From E ngland 
to France. 
A great steel bridge across the English 
channel i* projected. 
The bridge 
will 
stretch over the shallow est and narrow est 
part of the channel between Cape Gris Nez 
and Folkestone, and will be supported by 
colum ns resting on tho bottom of the sea. 
The am ount of m etal and m achinery to be 
provided would represent an 
aggregate 
w eight of abolla 1,000.000 tons, the assum p­ 
tion being th at each country will have to 
supply one-half of this am ount. Regarding 
th e cost of the w ork a rough calculation 
gives, w ith reasonable certainty, 380.000,* 
OOOf. for m asonry supports, and 480,000,- 
000f. 
for the m etallic superstructure - 
in 
all. 
860.000,OOOf., 
or 
£34,400,000. 
T he 
tim e 
required 
for the undertak­ 
ing may be fixed a t about lo years. The 
whole of the pillars will occupy a little over 
one-tw eltth of the section of the channel. 
The distance between the piers, fixed at 
ROO and 300 m etres tor the large spans, will 
not fie less th an 200 aud IOO m etres re­ 
spectively for the sm all ones, and will be 
sufficient to prevent their 
proving an 
obstacle to the free navigation of sailing 
vessels. 
As 
for 
the 
m etallic 
super­ 
structure. the m etal colum ns firm ly placed 
upon the platform s of 
tho 
supporting 
piers 
of 
masonry are of 
a distinctly 
cylindrical shape, and vary in height be­ 
tw een 40 and 42.78 m etres, and on them 
will be placed the m ain girders of the 
bridge. 
There will thus be between the 
lower part of the beam s and the level of 
the sea at low w ater a free space varying in 
height between 61 and 63.78 m etres, which 
height at high w ater will be reduced to 54 
and 56.78 m etres, respectively. This height 
is am ply sufficient for the passage of vessels 
of w hatsoever description or tonnage. By 
placing the flooring upon vertical cylin­ 
drical colum ns che m inim um height of 54 
m etres is kept throughout the whole widtli 
of the span, a result not achieved in 
the bridge over the Forth. 
T he girders are 
to be simple, unlatticed and trussed, so as lo 
ensure the proper distribution of all stresses. 
T he level of the perm anent way is 72 
m etres above the low-water level. There 
will be a double set of rails, and the w idth 
of the flooring proper will be eight m etres. 
The width oi the bridge is variable, the 
greatest distance being between the axes 
of the m ain girders, 25 m etres, a space nec­ 
essary 
to 
ensure 
tho stability of the 
structure 
under 
the 
action 
of 
vio­ 
lent 
gusts 
of 
wind. 
The 
roadways 
are 
of 
th e 
ordinary 
width 
of lo m etres betw een the axes and the 
rails, the latter set in grooves to obviate ac­ 
cident. The floor, m ade of ribbed sheet 
iron, is to cover the bridge throughout its 
length so as to m ake every part accessible 
to tile men appointed for its supervision. 
Between and outside the roadw ays pave­ 
m ents are provided for the men to stand on. 
and thus keep out of the way of passing 
trains. 
On the flooring may be set u p 
refuges, 
stations 
for 
the 
guards, sig­ 
nal-boxes, 
sw itches, etc. 
All 
these ar­ 
rangem ents can be m ultiplied according 
to the requirem ents of th e traffic, and 
scattered over any convenient points and 
spans on the piers. Lighthouses m ay ne 
erected to indicate obstacles to be avoided. 
The various kinds of lights used in light­ 
houses m ay also serve to indicate to ship­ 
pers the distance from the Colbart and 
Fam e banks. To m eet m ilitary objections 
arrangem ents could be m ade for m aking 
the span at either end of the bridge unfit 
for use; the two end spans, notably, which 
are iii contact w ith the abutm ents, m ight 
be rem ovable or revolve.

THE EPISCOPAL CONVENTION. 


Closing of the T hree-W eeks’ Session— 
Sum m ary of the W ork Done and Left 
Undone for the N ext T riennial to 
Discuss. 
The house of deputies of Hie general Epis­ 
copal convention, at its session Tuesday, 
continued its work of revision. The propo­ 
sition to substitute the Kyries for the Lord’s 
prayer in the burial service was adopted. 
Dr. Hale of Iowa offered an am endm ent 
changing the phraseology of the collect in 
the m arriage 
service, m aking it read. 
"They may abide together in love ’ instead 
of "In Thy love.” T his am endm ent was 
agreed to. Introduction of the com m union 
in the burial ceremony was defeated. 
At W ednesday’s session of th e house of 
deputies report No. 28 of the com m ittee on 
the praver book, which was composed of 
tw o parts, was taken up. The first provided 
th a t tile rubric following tho prayer for tho 
P resident of tim United States and all others 
in authority be transposed so as to follow 
the collect for grace. A m otion was made 
to strike out the words for the President of 
tile I nited Slates aud to confine the prayer 
to those in authority only. 
At the afternoon session the house of 
deputies sat w ith closed doors to consider 
the canon reported by the com m ittee on 
m arriage and divorce. 
The canon was 
taken up section by section. The first sec­ 
tion was am ended and adopted, reading as 
follows; " H any persons be oined together 
otherw ise than as God’s word doth aliow, 
their m arriage is not lawful, and such m ar­ 
riage is hereby prohibited.” 
Section 3. reading as follows, was then 
adopted ; "It shall be the duty of m inisters 
to adm onish the people from tim o to tim e 
th at the cdurch forbids clandestine m ar­ 
riage. and th a t its P u b lic solem nization 
ought not to be dispensed with except for 
good 
cause aud under special circum ­ 
stances.” 
Iii the evening the house of deputies re­ 
sum ed consideration of the m arriage and 
divorce canon, but finally deem ed to leave 
it over for tile nex t convention. 
Tho house of bishops com pleted the work 
of liturgical revision and 
adopted the 
canon relating to tile creation of an order 
of deaconesses. 
The house of bishops, w ith concurrence 
of the house of deputies, elected Rev. 
E dw ard 
Abbott, 
rector of 
St. 
Jam es’ 
Church, Cam bridge Mass., bishop of the 
jurisdiction of Japan, vice th e late Bishop 
W illiam s and Rev. Anson R. Graves of 
M inneapolis. Minn., as m issionary bishop 
■of th e new diocese of P latte or W est Ne­ 
braska. 


T h e C olor L in e. 
The m ajority and m inority reports of the 
com m ittee on the petition of the colored 
clergy n ex t cam e up 
Dr. Phillips Brooks 
took the floor for the m inority report, which 
pledges the house to extend every ecclesias­ 
tical privilege to th o negro th a t is extended 
to the w hite com m unicant or priest. He 
believed th a t tho missions am ong the col­ 
ored people would be paralyzed unless the 
church answered the m em orial at once. 
Dr. K idney of M innesota opposed the sub­ 
stitution of the m inority report for the m a­ 
jority report, which took sim ilar although 
m ore 
conservative 
ground. 
Dr. 
(xray 
of Tennessee 
argued 
against 
substitu­ 
tion. while Dr. Shepard of northern (Jail 
lornia. who said he had long labored in the 
South, urged the house to go slow on the 
colored question. It would be tolly, lie said, 
to try to elevate the negro before he was 
prepared for it. 
Dr. H untington supported 
the m ajority report. 
Rev. .Mr. Kane, tile 
colored deputy from Texas, declared th at 
tile colored people of the church did not 
ask th a t negro rectors be appointed over 
w hite congregations, but only dem anded 
their right*. Tile motion to substitute was 
defeated in a vote by dioceses: 
Clerical 
votes, ayes. 22; nays, 23: divided. 3*: lay 
vote, yeas. 13; nay*. 25; divided, I 
The 
m ajority report was then form ally adopted 
and thehouse took a recess. 
After recess Seth Low of Brooklyn moved 
tile recom m endation of report No. 12. pro­ 
viding for a m issionary episcopate, to be 
reported to the next triennial convention. 
Mr. Low declared th a t thorough organiza­ 
tion was the only solution of the question, 
which consisted in "W here snail the poiutf 
of contact w ith the w hites be?” The divi­ 
sion existed iu the sm allest unit of the 
church, which was the parish. Separate 
organization was dem anded by both w hite 
and colored people of tho church, and the 
com m ittee would bo better prepared three 
years lienee to render their report. Mr. 
Low's m otion was unanim ously adopted. 
A com m endatory resolution relating to 
the clergym an’s retiring fund was unani­ 
m ously passed. A resolution recom m end­ 
ing the institution of a sim ilar fund by each 
diocese was passed. 
The secretary 
a n ­ 
nounced to the house the adjournm ent of 
the house of bishops, and the im practica­ 
bility of further transaction of business. 
Several subiects were therefore put over 
until 18;i2. and the convention, after the 
reading of the pastoral letter, adjourned 
w ithout.day. 


MARRIED IN COTTON. 


G eorgia Bride in H om e-M ade B a g g in g - 
E ditorial Kisses and Thousands of 
Cheers G reet Their Union. 


A t l a n t a . Oct. 24. — E ditor H enry W. 
Grady im planted a kiss upon the cherry red 
lips of the two bjides who stood up today 
before 60,000 people assem bled to witness 
the Alliance double wedding. The sm acks 
were drowned in the cheers of th e great 
audience present, aud a few m inutes later 
the two happy couples were driven around 
the am phitheatre, draw n by four cotton 
w hite horses. 
This was Alliance day a t th e Piedm ont 
exposition. 
It drew in th e farm ers from 
half a dozen States. President Livingston 
of tho Georgia Alliance presided, w hile ad­ 
dresses were delivered by Hon. L. L. Polk 
of North Carolina and Hon. E vans Jones of 
Texas. The first couple to exchange vows 
were W alker Downs, a country m erchant 
and widower of Newton county, and Miss 
Mamie W inburn, a belle of the neighboring 
county of Rockdale. W hile they stood up 
for the ordeal, under the m inistry of Rev. 
Dr. B arnett, the other couple stood by as 
spectators, the groom -expectant w aving his 
hat to givo em phasis to th e ceremony, 
when Dr. B arnett declared Mr. aud Mrs. 
Downs to be one and the sam e persen. 
Rev H. C. Morrison announced him self 
ready for the second ceremony. Tho couple 
in this case were H enry K. Wells, a young 
farm er, aged about 20, and Miss Alice Je an ­ 
nette W haley. The peculiarity of Dr. Mor­ 
rison’s m ethod of m ating was th at he took 
no responses from the couple, but declared 
them to be m an and wife by virtue of their 
appearance togettier upon the stage. 
Both couples were rigged out in full suits 
of cotton m anufacture. 
The gentlem en 
both appeared ill at ease and neither had 
tho fashionable cut in th eir garm ents. But 
the brides were gotten up w ithout regard to 
expense. 
Miss IVinburn’s dress was cut en traffic, 
V nock front and back, and short sleeves. 
It is m ade of w hite cotton bagging, and 
elaborately trim m ed w ith w hite ribbon and 
wide w hite nich in g arouud the train and 
a t the shoulders. 
A bouquet of orange 
blossoms was fastened on the left shoulder, 
and a beautiful bridal veil was held in place 
w ith a w reath of the sam e flowers. The 
bridegroom dressed in a suit of w hite cotton 
bagging. The coat was double breasted. 
Prince Albert, and the vest low cut. The 
buttons were green cotton balls. 
Miss W haley’s dress was cut w ith afcourt 
traiu. sn.all \ neck and long sleeves. 
It 
was trim m ed w ith moire silk and ribbons 
and pearl ornam ents. The bridal veil was 
held in place w ith a w reath of orange 
blossoms. The bridegroom wore a w hite 
cotton bagging suit, with a single-breasted 
frock coat and a low-cut vest. The buttons 
wore w hite pearl. 
The m arriage ceremony was perform od 
on a platform cr acted in front of the grand 
stand . The women crowded wildly around 
th" platform , and ai the critical mom ent. 
so a n x io u s were they to catch a glim pse of 
tile bride th a t they clim bed up the sides of 
the platform just like school boys. The 
A llia n c e brides are to hold a public recep­ 
tion on tile grand stand tomorrow. 
Gov. Gordon was booked to perform the 
ceremony, but investigation showed th at 
he had no authority to do s a So he lost his 
&1SS6S. 
As the bridal procession was returning 
along W hitehall street, the proprietor of a 
leading dry goods house offered the newly 
wedded $50 
apiece if they would 
eat 
dinner in his show window. The proposi­ 
tion was accented and thousands of people 
packed the street to w atch them . 
In pantom im e a conjugal quarrel was 
enacted. Glasses were placed at the plates. 
when one of the brides was observed ex ­ 
postulating w ith her husband. A m om ent 
later a wine bottle was passed in. 
th e 
bride placed her hand or\ it to keep it away. 
Tho husband snatched it. poured out somo 
wine aud toasted the other couple. W hen 
he got through he found th at his bride had 
left the table. The rest of the story was 
veiled from the public. 
A notable incident of the speech-making 
was when President Livingstone of the 
Farm ers’ Alliance said:

A M E R IC A ’S G LO R V. 


G la d sto n e ’s T rib u te to th e S tatesm en 
of th e R evolution. 


L o n d o n , Oct. 28.—Mr. G ladstone m ade 
an address at Chester today on the condi­ 
tion of the working classes. He contrasted 
the English w orkm en’s position today w ith 
th at of 60 years ago, show ing th at during 
Hie half century there has been an increase 
of 50 per cent, in wages, w hile the cheap 
food and clothing bo w obtainable are better 
th in heretofore. 
In conclusion he urifed English workm en 
to study the history of the American revo­ 
lution. 
He claim ed th at it was by and 
lrom this country th at a love of freedom 
was sown in America. 
England now in 
return reaps advantages from th e Am eri­ 
can vindication of those principles of free­ 
dom which anim ated the revolution. 
The system of governm ent in America 
combined th at lot o of freedom, respect for 
law and desire for order which form ed the 
surest elem ents of national excellence aud 
greatness. It was no extravagance to say 
that, although there were only 2.000,000 of 
people in the 13 States at the tim e of the 
revolution, the group of statesm en th at 
proceeded from them were a m atch for any 
In the whole history of the world and were 
superior to those of any one epoch. 


G erm any for Peace. 
The papers of Vienna applaud Em peror 
W illiam s speech opening the Reichstag, 
and declare th at it furnishes evidence of 
th e peaceful tendency of G erm any aud her 
allies. Tile F rem denblatt says: “Tile ad- 
ditional G erm an arm am ents, caused by the 
m ilitary preparations of 
hor neighbors, 
guarantee tile peace of th e world afresh. 
Tile united strength of tho allies consti­ 
tu tes the sponger bulw ark of peace, which 
has been made more secure by Hie recent 
personal m eetings between Em peror W ill­ 
iam aud tho other rulers.” 
Tile Journal des Debats of Paris, com-' 
m enting on the visit of Em peror William 
to Turkey and its effect upon the European 
situation, recalls the declaration m ade by 
Prince bism arck tiiat th e E astern question 
was not worth 
the 
bones of a single 
Pom eranian grenadier, and the fact th at 
Em peror W illiam , during the banquet to 
the Czar, on the latter’s recent visit to 
Berlin, toasted tile Russian arm y which 
captured Plevna. The Jo u rn al points out 
th a t under these circum stances it would be 
impossible for the Sultan to join1 the triple 
alliance. It also says th a t Turkey has an 
arm y which enables her to dispense with 
allies. Nothing m enaces Turkey, whose 
security is best assured by ber independence. 
French interests in the E ast are bound up 
with the interests of T urkey and, conse­ 
quently, there is no m ore decided partisan 
of the integrity of T urkey th an Trance. 


C anadian E x trad itio n . 
The Toronto Em pire, the governm ent 
organ, says: "C urrency was recently given 
to a report th at the W eldon extradition act 
of the last session had been disallowed by 
tho imperial authorities.

building a fine house on this square, would 
not allow his contem porary, Barr on. to re­ 
turn to the navy in peace, but pestered him 
again and brought about Hie fight where 
Decatur was killed and Barron alm ost mor­ 
tally wounded. 
A good m any years ago I was introduced 
loan old gentlem an w ith w hite hair. by t lie 
nam e of Belt, of whom I carelessly asked 
the question w hether he ever saw Com. De­ 
catur. 
“ My young friend,” said he, "you are now 
probably talking to the only men alive who 
heard the dying groans of Stephen De­ 
catur.” 
“How was th a t? ” 
“One day I was out tow ard the eastern 
branch of the Potom ac w ith my gun look­ 
ing for birds, and I had no luck at a ll; but. 
hearing very rapid tiring, I supposed th at 
some one was more fortunate than m yself 
and had got at game. and. like a boy, I 
thought I would go and divide his good 
luck w ith him. W hen I drew near 
I S h xv C o n n n o rio r© D e c a t u r 
shooting at a tree, and I was astonished to 
find how often he struck th a t tree about 
three or four feet above tho ground. The 
n ex t day I heard th at D ecatur had been 
shot in a duel, and I w ent to his house at 
th e corner of L afayette square, and there 
were a great m any people gathered around 
it. for the house stood on the corner, and in 
one of the lower rooms we could hear the 
groans of poor Decatur. 
He soon died, and 
I feebly recollect his funeral.” 
Even Oliver Perry, whose reputation will 
probably survive th a t of the A m erican 
commodores of 1814. seems to have been a 
m an of violent tem per aud prejudices,for he 
was com pelled lo light a duel w ith one of 
his subordinate officers whom he grossly in ­ 
sulted to tho extent of striking nim with 
his 
iiand 
in 
his 
own 
ship’s 
cabin. 
Com. E lliott, who was of 
the Scotch 
Irish stock from the Cum berland valley of 
Pennsylvania, and lived about Hagerstown 
a great deal of th© tim e. became em broiled 
on two or three occasions w ith Perry from 
having charged th a t w hen Perry left his 
own ship in tho battle of Lake Erie and 
cam e on E lliott’s ship, he was in a moat 
forlorn and hopeless situation, and regarded 
the battle as lost. 
To recur again to Mr. Blaine, we should 
altogether forget a t the present tim e about 
the Rodgers fam ily, in spite of the genteel 
character of the living Adm iral Rodgers, lf 
it were not for the com m odore’s having left 
a personal m onum ent in the shape of a good 
big 
house on 
P resident’s s mare. 
He 
built th a t house, no doubt, out of prize 
m oney 
allotted 
by 
tim public regula­ 
tions to those who seized in tim e of w ar 
tho enem y’s property. If we see any prize 
money in our day sticking to anybody, we 
throw it un at him. 
There lived nextdoor to the 
F u t u r e l l l a i n o # ’ R e s id e n c e . 
in w hat is now the property of Senator Don 
Cam eron, a curious old. m an by the nam e of 
Benjam in Ogle Tayloo. This is about the 
only fam ily in Am erica which spells Taylor 
w ith an e. 
Gen. W ashington had on his staff for a 
part of the revolution a very rich young 
slaveholder from the R appahannock river 
who spewed his nam e la y io r w ith an e. 
This young m an m arried a daughter of 
Gov. Ogle of M aryland, who lived a t no 
very g reat distance from 
Mt. 
Vernon. 
W hen W ashington 
had the capital of 
tho 
nation 
fixed 
near 
Mt. 
Ver­ 
non 
he 
was 
solicitous 
to 
have 
some 
private 
individuals 
other 
than 
speculators to m ake th eir hom es or w inter 
housdb a t the Capitol city. He prevailed 
upon young Tayloe not to choose Annapolis 
nor yet New Y'ork for his w inter residence, 
but to build a substantial house in the city 
of Y\ a8hm gton, and there it stands con­ 
fronting Arlington heights, which is about 
two or three m iles distant through the air, 
the two houses facing each other, as if bv 
collusion, and they are of nearly the same 
age. 
Young Tayloo introduced horse races at 
the capital and left much of his fortune to 
his son, who was one Beniam in Ogle Tayloe. 
This latter chap having been derived from a 
fed eralists father, became him self a W hig 
and culm inated as a Fillm ore W hig with 
tw o-thirds of his affection upon slavery and 
one-third upon th e Union. W hen the civil 
war cam e on his wife, who was from about 
Troy, N. Y., desired to give him som ething to 
do in order th at he m ight retain lits ancient 
wits in their kno»v)edge-box. 8he desired 
him to w rite a bistort of the P residents’ 
square, and after he died this history, w ith 
a sketch of his lam ily, was published in a 
grand book, or w hich about 70 copies were 
issued. It was plentiful in gossip and let 
an abundance of more or less reliable light 
in upon our old W ashington society. 
I asked Mr. Blaine, as lie was standing in 
his house like a M ethodist preacher after 
xii itinerant moving, receiving his own fur­ 
niture, if he had read the Tayloe book. 
"Uh yes.” said he; then lie proceeded w ith 
his usual fulness of inform ation to shed 
some more light upon the house lie was to 
occupy. 
He told how both these houses of the com ­ 
modores had been at one tim e an office of 
com m issary-general of the arm y : bow each 
had received a man m ortally wounded to 
die in one of the lower rooms and how 
each had been Hie residence ol one or more 
secretaries of state. 
The Tayloe account states th at 
A f t e r D s c a i u r H ail IS.en K i l l e d , 
his wife for a tim e o u t on the appearance 
of 
the 
greatest despair, 
but 
speedily 
am ended her behavior when Hie senile 
Charles C arroll of Carrollton, as Mr. Tayloe 
calls him . cam e along, and the widow set 
her cap for him . She then according to this 
story, produced Commodore D ecatur’s gold 
plate and gave fine entertainm ents. The 
book suggests the conclusion th at Mrs. 
Decatur lived to a rem arkable age. and 
died.

The m other of Bishop Carroll, the first 
Catholic prelate, lies buried near W ashing­ 
ton a t the old Carroll chapel, and she, I 
believe, lived to be m ore than 90 years of 
age.

in t h i s to which Decatur, though in terri­ 
ble pain, replied: “I have never injured 
you, sin ” 
Mr. Blaine has one point about his politi­ 
cal career which is suggestive of Alexander 
Hamilton. Hamilton came from the West 
Indies to New York without any family ac­ 
quaintances or relatives on the continent, 
and yet succeeded in marrying Hie daughter 
of the most respectable and opulent Whig 
in the Empire State, and there he entered 
upon his magnificent career. 
Mr. Blaine, in like manner, while at 
school in Kentucky as a teacher rather than 
a pupil, met a w>fe who conducted him 
pack to New England, where lie had no kin 
whatever, and there amongst her people he 
embarked upon the political career which 
had nearly placed him in the White House, 
aud has twice made him secretary of state.

FIVE MEN MUST HANG. 


The Barnard Fam ily to Pay the Penalty 
for Murdering 
Henry 
S u tton -S u ­ 
preme Court Affirms the Sentence. 


N a s h v il l e , Tenn., Oct. 26.—The case of 
John, Barnard, 
Sr., Anderson 
Barnard. 
E lisha Barnard, John Barnard, Jr., and 
Clint Barnard of Hancock county, under 
sentence 
cf 
death 
for 
Hie 
m urder 
of H enry Sutton, near Sneedville, Jan. 12, 
1889. was today affirmed by the Suprem e 
Court, which sentenced tho defendants to 
be hanged Dec. 22. 
The first three named are brothers, and 
the other two are cousins, and the crim e 
for which they will sutler death was the 
result of a feud th at had existed for sev­ 
eral m onths previous to tile m inder, b e ­ 
tween Hutton ami John Barnard, Sr. The 
two had some difference concerning a real 
estate deal, and whon some hogs belonging 
to Sutton cam e home one day with m arks 
of m utilation. Sutton at once suspected b ar­ 
nard. He m ade threats, and Barnard arm ed 
him self in anticipation ot trouble. 
Sutton, who conducted a distillery some 
miles distant from Sneedville, left th at 
place on tho evening of the tragedy and 
while riding along was m et bv the five 
mon. 
He was shot, through tho heart and 
death was instantaneous. 
The body was soon discovered, and John 
Barnard. Sr., was arrested oil suspicion. 
Tile airest of tho others soon followed, arid 
at the May term of the Hancock County 
C ircuit 
Court 
they 
were 
arraigned 
for 
trial. 
Some 
of 
the 
ablest 
law ­ 
y e r 
in 
East 
Tennessee 
were 
em ployed on each side and the trial a t­ 
tracted m uch attention. 
The defcm iauts 
were found guilty of m urder in the first 
decree, and were sentenced by Judge Brown 
to be hanged on the 12th of .July last. They 
appealed to tho Supremo Court, which to­ 
day affirmed the judgm ent of the lower 
court. 
Tho prisoners claim ed th at they 
accidentally m et Sutton and th at he a t­ 
tem pted to shoot John Barnard 
who shot 
him before 
he 
could 
discharge 
his 
rltle. 
which 
lie 
had alreadv cocked. 
They denied they ii ad concealed them selves 
in tit© bushes beside the road. The proof, 
however, was conclusive, aud th# Suprem e 
Court, which gave the te tim ony and argu 
m ent careful attention, so held. T he m en 
will bo taken back to the Hancock county 
jail. where they will rem ain until the day 
of execution. 
W ithin the p ist few years 
there has been a num ber of m urders in 
Hancock county, and Hie law-abiding peo­ 
ple there feel th a t tills decision of the S u­ 
prem e C ourt will have a salutary effect. It 
is possible th a t the condem ned men m ay 
appeal to Gov. Taylor for a com m utation of 
their sentence. The execution of the five 
men will, under tho law, be private.

Baron Overstone, each left 
about $17,000,000. Earl Dudley, the owner 
of the richest iron mines, left $20,000,000. 
The Duke of Buccleucli (and the D uke of 
Bueoleuoh carries half of Scotland in his 
pocket) left about § .0,000,000. The Mar­ 
quis of Bute was worth, in 1872, about $<28,- 
O00.000 in land; and be may now bo worth 
$40,000,000 in all. The Duke of Norfolk 
may be worth $40,000,000. and the Duke 
of W estm inster perhaps $50,000.00u, 
Mr. S hearm an’s conclusion is th at 25,000 
persons own one-half the w ealth of the 
United States: and th a t the whole w ealth 
of Hie country is practically owned by 
250.000 persons, or one iu (50 of Hie adult 
m ale population: and ho predicts, from the 
rapid recent concentration of w ealth, that 
under present conditions 50.000 persons 
will practically own all the w ealth of the 
country in 30 years—or less than one in 500 
of Hie adult m ale population.

A R e lic of O ld P ris o n D ays in M aine 
to b e S een on E lio t S tre e t.

establishm ent on E liot street is a gigantic 
padlock, which has quite a rem arkable his­ 
tory. Across Hie face of the lock is a brass 
plate, bearing the following inscription:

and a sm all brass tag inform s the passer-by 
th a t the lock was m anufactured by John 
Griffon. 
Obtaining a two-foot rule. the 
w riter 
found th at the old padlock was exactly one 
foot long eight inches wide and three aud 
one-half inches thick, while Hie hasp, which 
was evidently forged out of a heavy iron 
bar, was an inch aud a half in d.am eter. 
Ju st think of a padlock of the above ex­ 
traordinary dim ensions being used at the 
present tim e, the key for w hich w eighsover 
one pound, and which of itself weighs over 
25 pounds. It seems aa if it ought to be big 
enough and strong enough to keep any 
prison door safely locked, and yet It has 
been superseded by sm aller, 
hut better 
ones. The owner of this rem arkable pad­ 
lock said to the w riter: 
"Tile lock came into m y possession about 
four years ago. and has been hanging whore 
it is now for some time. I put those brass 
tags on it but otherwise it is ex actiy the same 
as when used upon the old prison, which, 
by the way, was torn down over IOO years 
ago. 
There have been two other prisons 
erected on the same spot.., vnever, and one 
is standing there today, r f “ x it all crimi­

j . are confined.

offices be established oh the principal 
steam ers th at ply between the ports of Hie 
United States and Europe, sim ilar to the 
postal service on tail way trains. 
It would greatly facilitate the delivery of 
m ntl m atter iii countries on both sides the 
Atlantic. W hen the steam ers arrive, pack­ 
ages could be made up for all the principal 
distributing points in Hie country of desti­ 
nation. 
Tho German governm ent has been in 
correspondence w ith tho postm aster-general 
on the subject, and he will ask Congress for 
an appropriation to carry his recom m enda­ 
tion into effect.

M oney E asy in F o u r-fifth s , b u t L ik e ly 
to B ecom e S trin g e n t. 
New Y o r k , Oct. 25.—Bradstreet’s will 
say tom orrow : 
“The erratic, and often ex­ 
ceptionally high rates for call loans in the 
New York money m arket w ithin the past 
three weeks, the decline of tho surplus re­ 
serve of tao New York banks below the 
legal lim it of 25 per cent, ol their deposits 
and outstanding notes, and the consequent 
tendency to restrict m ercantile discounts 
or to raise rates for tho sam e except for 
paper containing the choicest names, those 
influences backed bv an unusually long 
continued discount of New York exchange 
at W estern and Southw estern financial 
centres, have encouraged an opinion th at 
the monev m arket is seriously inclined to 
stringency.” 
T elegraphic inquiry at 70 cities by the 
journal nam ed shows th at at only 14 points 
is m oney working close. Cleveland. Day­ 
ton. Toledo, Nashville, Peoria, Chicago, 
Sioux City. Burlington, at Birm ingham 
and L ittle Rock at the South, and at B alti­ 
more, Richm ond, Syracuse and New Haven 
in tho East. At Omaha, St. Louis and Gin 
cinnati, however, at Sacram ento and at 
Rochester and Utica the money m arkets 
are firm. A t New York, funds which wore 
hold close early in Hie week are down to be­ 
low ii per cent, on call, aud the m arket is 
relatively easy. At 50 cities other than 
ti lose nam ed above funds were easy today. 
H ie financial world here bas been waiting 
longer than usual this year for the return 
How of funds from Hie country to Now 
York, hence quotations of New York ex­ 
change a t other cities have been in de­ 
m and. T he paper named gives them from 
70 points, at 18 of w hich such quotations 
are at a discount selling, indicating no 
im m ediate paym ent of indebtedness due 
the m etropolis. At 32 cities New York 
exchange is at a premium, pointing to 
efforts to return money drawn from New 
York, and a t 22 cities par is the quotation. 
The strictly W estern centres at which New 
York exchange is at a discount are Chicago, 
St. Paul.

The general assem bly of the Knights of 
Labor will bold

annual session ab 
A tlanta, Ga.. N ot. 12. 
The printers of Detroit have won their 
fight against the Sunday Sun, and tfiat 
paper is now a union office. 
Newark. N. J., has a good sized bakers* 
strike. Five hundred men are now out and 
a boycott has been declared 
Tile strike among the carpenters at San 
Martin, a suburb of Barcelona. Spain, has 
ended successfully for the men. 
About JO believers in the nationalizing of 
industry formed a nationalist club at the 
South Encl last Thursday evening. 
The cotton mills of Lancashire are run* 
ning half time. and the operatives’ unions 
have expended $100,000 for out-of-work 
relief. 
Five thousand brakemen recently as* 
semhled in St. l’attl to attend the annual 
convention of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Brakemen. 
When the Daily News of New Orleans 
suspended lately, the compositors organ­ 
ized a co-operative company, and reissued 
it as the Evening News. 
Tho hatters of .Saragossa, Spain, are on 
strike against the continual infringements 
of the scale of wages and working rules 
made by the masters during the last year. 
At the national conference of miners 
lately held in Manchester. Eng., it was de­ 
cided to demand the eight-hour day on Jan. 
1 ,1890, and to strike unless it is conceded. 
The Craftsman had the best report of any 
labor paper of the meeting of the Labor 
Press Association in New York, which is 
destined to be a power in the industrial 
field. 
The carpenters and joiners of Medford 
will hold a public meeting. Not. 2, in the 
Town Hall, at which President Loryd of 
Philadelphia and other speakers will bo 
present. 
The eight hour movement in this country 
is growing in strength. 
On W ashington’s 
birthday 216 meetings were held, on July 4 
300 meetings, and on Labor day it had in­ 
creased to 400 meetings. 
The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineer# 
bas so far recognized ot her labor organiza­ 
tions as to pass a resolution at its recent 
convention that hereafter the official organ 
of that body shall be printed in a union 
office. 
The various organizations of unskilled 
laborers which have spruug into existence 
in London since the dockers* strike, are 
forming a federation for mutual assistance 
which will, when earned out. be one of the 
most powerful labor combinations in ex­ 
ist ‘nee. 
Female compositors in this city will be 
given a series of entertainments this fall 
and winter by Typographical Union. N a 
13. for Hie purpose of inducing an interest 
in the union. The first of the series will 
take place at the union rooms 65 Franklin 
street. Wednesday evening, Get. 80. 
Hundreds of people are enjoying a free 
ride on the street railway in Indianapolis. 
The Central Labor Union is fighting th© 
road for running bob tail cars without con­ 
ductors. The citv attorney lias given an 
opinion that the company cannot legally 
compel the citizens to put their fare in tho 
box. 
To the demands of their men for less 
hours, the different horse railway compa­ 
nies of North London. Kng.. have sent a 
reply in which they offer to reduce the 
number of working hours to 12 per day. It 
is expected that th© other companies will 
do likewise, and that an amicable settle­ 
ment will be reached on that basts. 
Speaking on the results of the London 
strike. John Burns said: "As a trade union­ 
ist, my own notion as to the practical oat* 
come of the strike is that alt sections of 
labor must organi/© themselves into trades 
uaions. After that all trades must federate 
themselves, and that in the future prompt 
and concerted action must take the lilac© 
of the spasmodic and isolated action ot th© 
past." 
At th© conclusion of tho conference in 
Philadelphia last week between represent­ 
atives of the Knights of labor and the 
American Federation of Labor, a reporter 
of the Philadelphia Press asked Mr. Pow­ 
derly if the eight-hour movement would

"Speaking 
for 
the organiza­ 
tion I represent, aud that is ail I can 
do,” answered Mr Powderly, “if we went 
into such a movement we would couut all 
th© expenses beforehand, and if a strike 
was necessary we would strike.”

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IN THE CRUCIBLE. 


Fortunes Found in Gold and 
Silver Odds and Ends. 


R e film fife* to y Old Jewelry and 


fla t! and Melt Them Id. 


Ere® the Water in, Which Refiners Wash 
Their Hands Has Real Value. 


[New Tor* TI mw.) 
■•Iii talk to Ton all the afternoon if You’ll 
just wait while I granulate some silver,” a 
John street refiner said the other afternoon 
to a Times reporter, who had called upon 
bim in bis dingy little basement and asked 
him to reveal some of the interesting 
features of his trade. “It will only take a 
few minutes, and if you care to see the 
operation, come along.” 
The refiner led the way to the back part 
it the basement where one of the three 
brick furnaces was sending a pleasant glow 
through the red hot lid wiliest closed an 
opening in its roof, This lid the refiner 
shoved aside, and. peering through the 
opening, the reporter taw a crucible sur­ 
rounded by coals burning at a yellow heat 
and filled with a trembling liquid, in which 
were some metal articles whose shape had 
not yet been entirely lost. 
One 
was. 
very clearly, a small box. 
Another looked like the ghost of a baby’s 
birthday spoon; a third laded away belore 
the mind could well determine what it re­ 
cs in bled most. and then suddenly the ghost 
of a spoon and the box yanislied and all the 
crucible contained was a quart or so of 
sparkling, dancing liquid with a trifle of 
thin scum at its edges. The refiner tossed 
two little hits of borax into the crucible and 
then the scum disappeared. 'I hen he re 
placed the lid ol the furnace and selected 
one of several pairs of queerly-shaped tongs 
ranged against the wall behind him. With 
this be. in a moment, lifted the crucible 
I rom the fire and poured its contents slowly 
Into a large tin vessel filled with water. 
Five minutes later his assistant, to whom 
b* left the remainder of the work, brought 
to the front part ol the basement a frying 
pan full of what, though much brighter 
looked like those irregular-shaped lumps of 
lead which superstitious young people smelt 
on All Hallowe en in the hope of striking 
the coming true love s initial. 
■ This, 
said the refiner, as he lifted up a 
handful of it and held it to the light from 
tbestieet. “is line silver, such as I sell to 
the .sweller#. There are about 150 ounces 
of it there.” 
‘And before it went into the pot* what 
was it?” 
. 
. , 
•yuite a variety of articles went to pro­ 
duce that lot. ix*t me see; there were two 
snuff boxes, five watch cases, a baby’s 
spoon, three spectacle case*, two babies’ 
mugs, some mutilated coin, four medals. 
some family plate, supposed to be sterling 
silver, but in reality only plated ware, four 
chains, a couple of finger rings, and sundry 
o th e r things which I cannot call to mind. 
look in any well stocked 
pawnbroker’s 
window, and you will get a correct idea oi 
what in the shape ol old gold and silver 
conies to us to be smelted down into mer­ 
chantable metal.” 
During the talk wbicn the reporter bad 
with the refiner he learned that the busi­ 
ness of converting old-fashioned, worn-out 
and broken articles of lewelry and other 
manufactured forms of the precious metals 
int * bullion is a very important industry. 
hardly a large city in the East being with­ 
out its refinery. “The centre of the busi­ 
ness is undoubtedly in this city," the refiner 
said. “most of the big establishments being 
on .lohn street or Maiden lane, hut Newark 
is well supplied, too, and so are Philadel­ 
phia and Poston. All the year round the 
supply of old gold and silverware and jew 
elrv keeps coming into these places from 
ai) parts of the country. Every city of any 
importance sends along consignment after 
consignment of the stuff, and still it seems 
to tie inexhaustible, and there are large and 
wealthy brins which do no relining, but 
confine themselves solely to the work of 
accumulating the stock. These are known 
to the i rade as dealers.” 
The rauiditv with which the fashion in 
modern jewelry changes is the principal 
cause of tins lively trade. The heirloom 
fancy has no application to jewelry nows 
dave. A grandfather’s clock may, now that 
that dreadful song is no longer heard, in 
Spire a dutiful grandson with feelings of 
veneration or even affection, but a grand­ 
mother’s watch, or still worse, her earrings 
or long Deckchair) would not fail to be 
greeted with a disdainful toss of the head 
lf offered to a granddaughter advanced in 
lier teens. 
In ten years at the most an 
article of jewelry will have gone out of 
fashion, and however regretfully, it goes 
Sooner or later to I lie reliner’s pot. 
The jewelers, who. next to tho pawn­ 
brokers. are the mosi active caterers for the 
volt Der and dealer, promote the retiring of 
eld jewelry whenever an opportunity otters. 
A customer brings in an old watch to be re 
paired, In lh minutes the jeweller has per 
minded him to part with it (or what its 
metal case will bring as part payment of a 
new watch. The sale made, the jeweller 
puts the old works into a cheap modern 
case, and adds the old case to the collection 
of gold and silver ware which he is making 
for the refiner. This is a profitable transac­ 
tion for tile jeweller, who generally sells 
the combination of old works and new case 
at a great profit 
Other tilings which go to 
the jeweller’s scrap box are broken jewelry, 
odd parts of sets. worn-down finger rings, 
medals won on the battlefield by soldiers or 
on the cinder path by amateur athletes, 
marred nieces of gold and silverware of all 
descriptions. 
A large ma ority of the unredeemed 
pledges left in the pawnbroker's banus are 
ruthlessly turned oyer to the refiner. The 
hulk of the jewelry taken to him is old­ 
fashioned. It is taken to him for that very 
reason, and the loans made are always 
based simply on the value of the articles as 
old gold rn silver, They will be even more 
old-fashtoued by the time the pawnbroker 
Is free to do what he pleases with them. 
both lie and Hie jeweller keep a keen eye 
open to the chance of becoming the pus- 
lessors of an “antique” piece of ware but 
'.his cuts no figure in the dealer’s or refiner's 
: Ululations. All that comes to Ids net is 
limply so much out-of-date, unserviceable 
metal. And there is another consideration 
which keeps his curiosity regarding his 
purchase at a low ebb.

dealer#), in the United States mints and

insignificant amount, which swells the gold 
product from old jewelry, etc., to con­ 
siderably above that of the mines, which 
generally are regarded as almost the entire 
source of the precious metal.
